Probably there are few people other 
than those who have actually made a 
atnrt In the planning of a home, who 
consider the relation between the 
much-discussed "high cost of living” 
and the question of relative cost be- 
tween owning and renting a home. 
During the strenuous period, the 
"bread and butter earner" will proba- 
bly concentrate his attention so strenu- 
ously upon ways and means of Increas- 
ing his Income that many of the Itema 
of "outgo” are not given sufficient 
analysis. There will probably be an 
occasional conference with the good 
wife which will result In the substi- 
tution of "oleo” for bu.ter or the elim- 
ination of the more costly cuts of meat 
from the bill of fare — because eating 
Is such a persistent expense that varia- 
tions In the cost of rations are em- 
phatically notlcenble. Various other 
temporary savings are resorted to, and 
that Is as far as the analysis goes. 

First, consider the fact, In connec- 
tion with the renting of the home, that 
the owner of the building Is living un- 
der the same conditions ns the renter. 
He may, by his manner of living, vary 
certain of the conditions which under 
another munner of living appear to 
place him In n position of advantage, 
but fundamentally his living expenses 
are on the same basis as those of the 
renter. If the owner of property en- 
couhters an Increase In living ex- 
penses, he will naturally expect to 
meet It, all or in part, by an incrense 
In his Income from this property. 
When property Is successfully rented, 
the rent must Include Interest on the 
total investment, taxes and all other 
assessments levied agnlnst the proper- 
ty, an allowance for depreciation and 
an amount equal to the average expen- 
diture for repnlrs and Improvements. 


the young man who ha* little thought 
for the "rainy day." There Is, per- 
haps, no better nor more profitable 
training for a young man than the ex- 
perience of buying a piece of property, 
which good Judgment indicates will 
increase In value, upon which to build 
i substantial and well planned home. 
The Idea of building cannot be started 
too young. The property may be pur- 
chased at any time, bat the hoow le 
ordinarily selected with the assistance 
of the person who mast eventually be 
of primary Importance In Its transfor- 
mation Into e comfortable home.

tlon. It contains six rooms and a 
bath. The walls are finished with shin- 
gles which would look very plenslng 
when treated with dark stain. The at- 
tractive roof Is of the gable type. 

The downstairs plan of this house 
offers a good deal of comfort to the 
square foot. The living room Is care- 
fully laid out for the comfortable plac- 
ing of the furniture. Rooms differ 
greatly In regnrd to the accommoda- 
tions for modern furniture. A living 
room must be light; at the same time 
considerable wall space Is required, 
otherwise large pieces of furniture 
must be expensively built to look well 
when placed some distance from the 
walls of the room. 

This plan places the stairway In the 
middle of the house. From the en- 
trance hall the stair goes np to an at- 
tic space which can be used for extra 
sleeping space if occasion demands. 

The Kfrangement of the kitchen and 
pantry Is Intended to place the kitchen 
entirely away from the front part of 
the house, which eliminates cooking 
odors from the living rooms.

Locusts for Soap. 

Uruguay has suffered much at the 
hands of visiting locusts. So it Is only 
natural that from that country should 
hall not A scheme to prevent their coin- 
ing, but the means of converting the 
pests into a paying proposition when 
they do come.

If they hnd skipped 
an occasional year, they made up for 
all past slights on that trip.

The owner Is benefited by any Increase 
In the value of the property. If there 
Is any appreciable Increase In the 
value of the property, the owner Is 
likely to feel that he is entitled to In- 
terest on the actual value of the prop- 
erty rather than on the amount of bis 
original investment. If he does not 
receive this Increase, hls Income Is 
less than he would receive by selling 
the property at the increased figure 
and putting this amount out at the 
same rate of Interest which the rent 
Is figured on. 

Saving In Owning Noma. 

Is there a saving brought about tyr 
owning the home rather than ranting 
HI The answer to this question In- 
volves the good Judgment of the owner, 
and If we assume diet he Is capable 
at a reasonable amount of discretion 
In handling hls affairs, adverse In- 
fluences of a serious nature not being 
considered, the answer Is "yes." 

Money Invested in the home does 
not pay Interest, but It eliminates the 
payment of rent. For a given piece 
of property on which the home is built, 
the saving of rent which would be paid 
must be greater than the amount of , 
Interest which might be obtained from 
the money Invested In the home. In 
order that a financial gala be made. 
An Increase in the value of the proper- 
ty amplifies the saving; a decrease In 
value reduces the saving or wipes it 
out. The man who owns hls home al- 
so saves a small amount, under normal 
eonaidoos. In that his depreciation 
charge and expense for repairs is ac- 
tually less than the average owner 
would figure Into the rent for these 
Items. In localities where abnormal 
conditions have forced rents down to a 
figure such that owners are forced to 
take low incomes from their property 
Investments, the savings would not 
hold true. Such conditions, however, 
cannot usually be considered perma- 
nent 

Perhaps the greatest value of bu^ 
tug property and building a home Is In 
the creation of an estate. Too many 
of us will not save unless we are 
forced to. This la aspeclally true at 


locusts, discovered that there was 
some good In them, after all— they 
were made up largely of nitrogen and 
phosphoric acid. No dlflnlte steps have 
been taken to take up the work, but If 
present plans work, the next tribe of 
locusts Invading South America will 
stand a long chance of being made over 
Into soap, fertilizer and lubricating oil. 

Wars# Than Raison Gas. 

The most celebrated of all weapon 
poisons Is the “woorurl," employed by 
the savages of the Orinoco basin. In 
South America. It la an elaborate 
product Two species of venomous 
serpents contribute to It, and a third 
Ingredient Is the Juice of a vine allied 
to the plant from which strychnine Is 
obtained. To the mixture Is added a 
quantity of red ants of a kind whose 
bit# la particularly poisonous. With 
this preparation are envenomed the 
darts which the natives of that region 
fire from blowguns. 

The darts are fashioned from the 
l aa frl ba of a species of palm. They 
are 10 Inches long, of the thickness at 
• crow quill and made sharp aa needles 
by scraping them between the teeth 
of tho “ptral" fish. A wrapping of wild 
cotton fits them to the bore of the gun, 
and a puff of breath fires tbs projec- 
tile 

Health la Playgrounds. 

"Public playgrounds for children,” 
says the bulletin of tho Chicago health 
department, "are big and important 
factors In the conservation of both the 
health and the morals of the people. 
The playground, spacious and proper- 
ly equipped for outdoor games and 
sports intelligently directed, Is a place 
where disease cannot exist and there- 
fore It promotes the normal and 
healthy growth of both body and 
mind."

FRENCH SCOUTS GREET US 

The scout program aa taught to the 
youth of this country through the Boy 
Scouts of America has proved to be so 
effective in the making of good sol- 
diers and In actual warfare that the 
French government has decided to pre- 
pare a system of physical and moral 
training based on it 

There are already in onr forces in 
France more than 100,000 soldiers who 
were Boy Scouts of America or scout 
officials, and the fact that a very large 
proportion of them have been made 
officers shows the practical value of 
scouting. 

The French secretary of foreign af- 
fairs, Stephen Plchon, In a cablegram 
to national headquarters of the Boy 
Scouts of America, 200 Fifth avenue^ 
New York, says In phrt: 

"Our officers and soldiers show the 
result of scout training ; their strength 
comes from their spirit. Boy scouts 
here are always on duty and In uni- 
form. 

“The government Is preparing U gen- 
eral system of physical and moral 
training along scout lines." 

SCOUT SAVES ARMY CAPTAIN 

In saving Capb Miller R. Taylor 
from drowning, Edgar W'Kxlward, a 
boy scout, has added prestige to hls 
organization. 

Captain Taylor with 128 men of the 
One Hundred and Eighty-ninth aero 
squadron hnd gone Into camp near 
Kemnh, Tex., on Clear Creek, 

Cnptaln Taylor attempted tq Uwlm 
across, but was seized with a cramp. 
He tells of hls rescue as follows: 

"After I was within twenty or thirty 
yards of the bank I felt my legs cramp 
and realized that I was near to drown- 
ing. The cramp extended to my arms, 
and I went dow'n. Half conscious, I 
struggled to the surface, expelled some 
of the wnter from my lungs, but was 
unable to swim, and again went down. 
Once more I came to the surface of 
the water long enough to get one 
breath before I again sank. Then 
when I hnd given up the struggle- I 
felt a hand grab mine. I owe my 
life to the quick headwork and hero- 
ism of this boy scout, who had been 
watching me from the bank and who 
started for me as soon as he raw I 
was in distress." i- 


STARTING THE SEA SCOUTS.^ 

The boys in the sea scoot division 
of the Boy Scouts of America- prac- 
tice seamanship of the real sort, 
building, launching, sculling, rowing, 
sailing small boats In the waters near 
the “ship” or the headquarters of the 
crew. 

Any nine registered scouts can apply 
for assignment as a “ship’s company” 
provided their scoutmaster Is handy 
on the water, a Ufesaver and a swim- 
mer. To sail a boat, however, scouts 
must be fourteen and first-class swim- 
mers and llfesnvero, gain parents' spe- 
cial permission and qualify In sea 
scout requirements. 

They roust also recruit the company 
to three or fonr boats' crews, and be 
under an adult officer known as the 
“sea scoutmaster” who Is a registered 
scoutmaster, assigned to this branch. 


SCOUT USES HIS TRAINING. 

Practical results of the value of first 
aid work was exemplified by boy 
scouts of Mitchell, 8. D.\ while on u 
hike to Firesteel Creek. Corwin 
Wright, a twelve-year-old boy, stum- 
bled and fell upon a thick piece of 
glass, cutting a deep gash in hls knee- 
cap. 

Without the slightest hesitation, 
Wesley Walker, age 14, took Wright's 
legging and stocking off and doctored 
the Injury. Water was boiling over a 
fire built by the scouts, and be used 
this to cleanse the wound thoroughly. 
From a scout kit he took a sterilized 
bandage and had the wound dressed 
within ten minutes after the accident 
occurred. 

SCOUTS HUNT FARM WORKERS. 

Blx thousand boy scouts are enroll- 
ing business men of Philadelphia as 
farm workers. In business offices and 
factories the boys will enroll men who 
have had much farm experience, those 
who have had little and those who 
have had none. 

When the recruits have been classi- 
fied, the men who are able to give one 
day to farm work will bo pat In one 
class, those who can give a week la 
another and those who give their en- 
tire vacation of more than a week to 
tho third. 

SCOUTS HARVEST FSACH CROP. 

Because of the shortage of labor tho 
boy scouts of Georgia will rally to the 
aid of the peach growers. 

There are no more efficient workers 
In Georgia than the hoy scouts, and 
If their enthusiasm and energy can 
be turned to the gathering of the 
peach crops. It will rave the high cost 
of the fruit to the public because of 
scarcity, will conserve It for canning 
purposes, thereby making It a part of 
the food reserve of the nation, and will 
save the situation for the growers.

DEEPEST LAKE IN COUNTRY 

Largo Body of Fresh Water In Ore- 
gon Depth of Which Cannot 
Be Measured. 

Portland. Ore.— A lake known as the 
"Great Sunken lake” Is reported to be 
the deepest lake In this country, and 
perhaps In the whole world. Located 
tn a valley of the Cnscnde moun- 
tains, about seventy miles north of 
Jacksonville, Ore., this lake, which la 
almost fifteen miles long and four 
miles wide. Is so deep that Its depth 
cannot be measured. It Is situated so 
far below the crest of the mountains 
-hat winds cannot reach It, and its 
•urface Is like a sheet of glass. It le 
sometimes called tho "Lake of Mys- 
tery.”

With the American army nvemeaa 
entering more and more Into the fight- 
ing. he nald, the need for additional 
nurnen hecoiuen Imperative. 

The call In for 1.000 graduate nurnen 
• week for the next alght weeka, or 
8,000 by October 1, for the whole 
country. 

The ntntea In Central division— 1111- 
ools, Iowa, Michigan, Nebraska and 
Wisconsin — hnvc been enrolling gradu- 
ate nurnen nteadlly for military and 
naval nervlce, but will redouble' their 
efforts to meet thin urgent requeat. 

The public can help by urging every 
gradunte nurse to enroll with the Hed 
Cross, mid also by reducing catla upon 
gradunte nurses In case of Illness, 
using practical nurses wherever prac- 
ticable and learning how to handle 
simple ailments In the home without 
outside help. 

“Waste not, want not” will be a new 
Red Cross slogan. 

Upon request of the war Industries 
board the American Red Cross will 
undertake n new line of work, the con- 
servation of materials now going to 
waste. 

This salvage campaign will be di- 
rected by a new bureau of conserva- 
tion at National Red Cross headquar^ 
ters In Washington and will call. for 
co-operation by chapters throughout 
the country acting upon Instructions 
g'ven through division headquarters. 

While the Red Cross will get the 
, benefit of the mnterinl saved or col- 
lected, the primary purpose Is not to 
raise funds for the Red Cross but to 
cave materials needed In the winning 
of the war. 

▲ number of Red Cross chapters al- 
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ready have salvage or Junk campaign! 
under way. These probably will ha 
modified by the new policy to a cer- 
tain extent and chapters not now col- 
lecting waste materials will wait until 
explicit directions are received befora 
starting Into the new work. 

England was saved half a billion 
dollars’ worth of materials wnsted be- 
fore the war and tills country, using 
the great Red Cross membership ol 
more than twenty million persons* 
should make a greater showing. 

The war Industries board will spec- 
ify from time to time the materials 
specially desired and the chapters tba* 
will collect them.

Attractive Parasols. 

A pretty parasol, carried at one ol 
the smart seaside places recently, wai 
of plum taffeta, quite plain except for 
the bit of figured chiffon 6hlrred over 
tbe Inward workings of the sticks and 
steels that regulate tbe going up and 
the coming down of the parasol, and 
a big black wooden bead, sewed to 
each rounded point of a scalloped sec- 
tion, that bung down, awning like, 
around the edge of the parasol. An- 
other smart parasol, very effective 
with a colored muslin frock, Is made 
of white taffeta, with white enameled 
sticks and handle and ferrule. The 
only decoration Is a wide border of 
eyelet embroidery done with white silk 
threads. 

Costumes of Lace. 

Ecru lace frocks are particularly 
fashionable this summer. The lace Is 
dropped over plain net, also In the ecru 
shade, and cream tinted taffeta is used 
for the soft, plcot-edged sash shawl 
collar and cuffs. Buttons of the taf- 
feta running up tbe long sleeve give 
• piquant tailored effect to some of 
these dainty lace costumes. 
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UT8 are rich In both 
protein and fat. A 
cupful of chopped 
peanuts equals a half 
pound of steak, 
chicken or leg of 
lamb. No meat ex- 
cept pork chops and 
sausage will provide 
enough fat to replace 
the fat found In a 
cupful of peanuts. Wslnuts are not 
as rich In protein ns peanuts ; but they 
furnish nearly twice the amount of 
fats. 

Egg Plant With Walnuts.— Boll an 
egg plant until tender, cut In pieces, 
remove the skin and mash the pulp. 
To the pulp add one cupful of chopped 
walnuts, two tablespoonfuls of bread 
crumbs, two eggs well beaten, snlt nnd 
pepper to senson. Mix well, put Into 
a well-greased baking dish, cover with 
well-buttered crumbs (the crumbs nmy 
be mixed with any sweet fat) aud bake 
until brown. 

8calloptd Onions With Peanuts.— 

Peel and cook six onions, chop two- 
thirds of a cupful of roasted peanuts, 
cook together two tnblespoonfuls ench 
of fat nnd corn flour ; add a cupful of 
milk nnd sensonlngs. Put the onion 
nnd peanuts In layers In a buttered 
baking dish, add the white sauce and 
cover with buttered crumbs. Bake un- 
til brown. 

8horeham 8weet Potatoes.— Cut four 
cooked sweet potatoes In one-fourth 
inch slices lengthwise and arrange In 
a Shallow dish. Lay three sections of 
orange, free from membrane, on each 
slice of potato. Pour over one-half 
cupful of maple sirup nnd bake In a 
moderate oven, basting frequently un- 
til the sirup Is almost completely ab- 
sorbed. Serve from the baking dish. 

Prune Coupe. — Take two cupfuln of 
top milk hike warm, add one crushed 
Junket tablet dissolved In a table- 
spoonful of water, two tenspoonfuls 
of vanilla, n few grains of salt. Mix 
In the freezer enn and let stand until 
the milk Is thick, then freeze. Serve 
small portions in glasses with prune 
sauce. 

Prune 8auce. — Take one cupful of 
cooked prunes, four candled green- 
gage plums, six candied cherries, two 
!orange8, two tablespoonfuls of lemon 
ljulce, one-third of a cupful of honey. 
Simmer all together gently, cool and 
add a half cupful of chopped nuts. 

Sweet Potato and Peanut Croquettes. 
— Take one cupful of mashed sweet 
{potuto, one cupful of finely chopped 
peanuts, snlt and pepper to tante. 
Shape like croquettes, roll In fine 
bread crutnba well buttered and bake 
In a hot oven until brown. Serve with 
a white sauce mixed with two table- 
spoonfuls of chill sauce.

LITTLE left over ©afc 
meal may be fried 
In small cakes and 
served with bacon for 
the next day’s break- 
fast or If two cupfuls 
or more is at hand, 
make an Oatmeal 
Brown Betty. 

Pure and slice 
three apples, sprinkle 
with sugar and cinnamon or nutmeg 
and put into a deep baking dlah In al- 
ternate layers with oatmeal. Molasses 
or corn slrnp may be UBed In place of 
sugar. Bake In a moderate oven until 
the apples are soft Serve with cream 
or a sauce made of apple Juice. 

Sweat Potato Buna.— Boll and mash 
a sweet potato. Rub Into It enough 
corn meal and flour to make It like 
bread dough. Add half a teaapoonful 
of cinnamon, half a teaapoonful of su- 
gar and one teaapoonful of yeast. 
When the dough has risen to double 
Its bulk, shape into blsculta, let rise 
again and when light bake. 

Corn Chowder.— Take two cupfuls 
of finely chopped corn, one cupful of 
milk, two cupfuls of rice or vegetable 
stock, one cupful of diced potatoes, 
two tablespoonfuls of chopped bacon, 
two tablespoonfuls of butter, four ta- 
blespoonfuls of corn flour, one tea- 
spoonful of salt, one-eighth of a tea- 
spoonful each of pepper and paprika, 
and one tablespoonful of chopped par- 
sley. Boll the potatoes and onions 
with tbe stock tan minutes; add the 
corn, salt and pepper and boll five 
minutes ; add tbe heated milk, flour and 
butter creamed together and cook un- 
til smooth. Sprinkle with chopped 
parsley and serve hot. 

Clam Stew. — Drain the liquor from 
ten large clams. Put the clams through 
a meat chopper and add the clam 
Juice, bring to the boiling point, re- 
move the scum and add three cupfuls 
of milk. Itub two tablespoonfuls of 
batter with the same amount of flour 
and add to the stew. Cook for five min- 
utes and season with salt, pepper and 
chopped parsley. Serve with croutons 
or crackers. 

Orange Cream. — Soak one-fourth box 
of gelutln iu one-half cupful of cold 
water and add enough boiling water 
to make a pint of liquid. Squeeze the 
Juice from threo oranges and half • 
lemon, strain, sweeten to taste and 
mix all together. When It begins to 
stiffen fold In one-half cupful of whip- 
py cream.

J.S. GOVERNMENT MEANS US

One of th* good reeulta that wilt ac- 
crue to the American people from their 
participation la the war la a better 
understanding of the purpos* and 
function of money. Also, they will 
more fully appreciate their relation to 
the government and the fact that It la 
their government — aa much thetra aa 
their homea and farma and factories. 
For purposes of poetry and sentiment 
It la well enough to talk about “Uncle 
8am,” your devotion to hltn, your will- 
ingness to lend to him by the purchase 
of bonds. War Savings Certificates and 
Tli rift Stamps, and to give your own 
life and the lives of your sons on the 
actual fighting front ; but you must not 
lose sight of the fact that after nil, the 
United States, “Uncle Sum,” U. 8.,” 
“Our Country,” and so on — whatever 
poetic phrase we use to represent the 
nation in Its united action aud aspi- 
ration — Is Just US, ourselves In our 
own proper persons, working and sav- 
ing and applying our joint strength, for 
ourselves, our children and our chil- 
dren's children. 

Too much hove we thought of the 
government, the nation, Uncle Sum. 
and so on, as something separate from 
ourselves; something to which we give 
and lend, eagerly or willingly or 
grudgingly or under compulsion, as the 
case may be. We have had too little 
of the practice of team work for a 
great common purpose— our own pur- 
pose. 

The Liberty BonA campaigns fur- 
nish occasion for reminding ourselves 
that It Is our country, ourselves In our 
organized capacity, that Is engaged In 
th* war to abolish autocracy; that 
“Uncle .Sam" Is us, In common de- 
termination to do and give all of our- 
selves to an enterprise as thoroughly 
worth while as the American Revolu- 
tion or the war to preserve the Union 
and free th* slaves. And one of the 
ways In which we can participate di- 
rectly and actively In this enterprise la 
to turn our money — all of It that la not 
absolutely and honestly necessary to 
the essential purposes of living and 
keeping well and efficient for the other 
things we have to do to help along th* 
enterprise — over to ourselves In our 
organised capacity; that Is, to the 
government, for the work of the war 
which It Is conducting for us. 

Money Uooful Only for Exchange. 

Money Is nothing In Itself — Just pa- 
per and metal. It la useless unless 
somebody else will accept It In ex- 
change for something he has or some- 
thing he can do. The measure of Its 
value to you Is the other fellow's need 
of the materials or the labor which It 
will In turn command for him. Spend- 
ing money is the way we have of get- 
ting from other people the things they 
have or the work they can do— “Goods 
and Services.” Our responsibility, 
therefore, lies In the question of the 
kind of things for which we choose 
to exchange money, and th* time and 
circumstances In which we exert that 
choice. 

Now, we have been a very wasteful 
and extravagant people; we have not 
thought much about the effect upon 
ourselves and other people and upon 
the nation as a whole, of the ways In 
which we spent our money, or the time 
and circumstances In which we spent 
It. But the war Is compelling us to 
think about that. Not even the great- 
est nation, or the most powerful gov- 
ernment, or the shrewdest financiers 
can make something out of nothing. 
And when war, the most ravenous kind 
of waste and extravagance that man- 
kind has devised, comes along to take 
workers out of Industry and off the 
farms, and to turn them from produc- 
tion to high-power consumption and 
destruction — no matter If the ultimate 
purpos* of the war be quite worth Its 
cost In life and property— there simply 
are not material aud labor enough In 
the country to penult both the contin- 
uance of the old kinds of expenditure 
and the taking on of the new. 

Why We Must Do Without 

For the purposes of the war th* 
government of the United States must 
have stupendous amounts of materials 
and work, aud there is not enough of 
these to give the government what It 
must have aud at tbs same time allow 
the people geuerally to have as much 
material aud work for their private 
uses as they have In ordinary times. 

Therefore we must to the greatest 
possible extent keep out of the market 
for materials and labor, so as (1) to

keep from making other folks sell ns 
thing* snd work for ns Instead of for 
the government, and ao that (2) the 
things and th* work that would be put 
Into products and efforta for our per- 
sonal use end enjoyment shell be com- 
pelled to turn to th* kinds of prod- 
ucts snd work that th# government 
mnst have to win the war. Every dol- 
lar, every cent, that we spend for 
something that we could go without 
competes In th* market with the gov- 
ernment, and by Just so much Impedes 
the big cause. 

Even If we saved th# money snd 
burled It In the back yard we should 
be helping the government. But there 
Is a better thing to do with It. The 
government must have money. In Im- 
mense amounts. In order to buy ma- 
terials and work. And wa are asked 
to lend It to the government for that 
purpose. In addition to what we pay 
aa taxes. 

Benda Art Mere Than Receipts. 

The Liberty bonds art the receipts 
which the government gives us for this 
loan. Rut they are more than re- 
ceipts; ws get receipts for the taxes. 
A Liberty bond Is not only the gov- 
ernment's acknowledgement that you 
have loaned the money ; It Is Its prom- 
ise to pay It. back upon a certain day, 
and to pay you In the meanwhile, at 
certain Intervals, for the use of the 
money. All of the resources of the 
country In materials and the labor 
of the people— our own good faith to- 
ward each other, our permanence as a 
civilized nation — are pledged to the 
pnyment of principal and Interest In 
strict accordance with the terms of 
the transaction as printed on each 
bond. There Is not a safer or more 
valuable piece of paper In the world. 

When this war Is over there will be 
only two kinds of folks In the United 
States — those who did all they could 
and gave all they could, and those who 
didn’t. Among those who didn’t will 
be the ones who tried to keep on using 
and enjoying things and the work of 
other people, as they used to do; those 
who failed to do their utmost In the 
way of really useful work, and those 
who demanded for themselves unnec- 
essary things and labor which might 
have been used for the purposes of 
the government In winning the war. 

All You Can, la th# Measure. 

Every man knows in his heart what 
he can do and whether he Is doing It. 
He may be able to deceive the govern- 
ment; by loud-mouthed professions of 
patriotism, saluting the flag, cheering 
at meetings, and other noisy and con- 
spicuous displays he may deceive his 
neighbors; but he cannot fool himself. 
He knows whether he has done all he 
could ! And “all he could" — honestly, 
on the level, every man the judge of 
his own effort In the squnrest kind of 
dealing with his own soul In a kind of 
Judgment day — that Is the measure. 

He le a poor creature who thinks of 
the Liberty bond solely as an Invest- 
ment— a grudging gift to his country, 
with a string on It. But no one need 
be ashamed to lend to the govern- 
ment. Uncle 8nm will take what he 
needs without money return, in the 
form of taxes, and we shall pay In will- 
ingly,- cheerfully. We are doing a work 
for the future — the world will be 
cleaner and better to live In for nil 
time by reason of what we are doing 
now; therefore It Is right that a part 
of thla burden should be met by those 
who will come after ua aud reap the 
long-time benefits. 

In th# finest spirit our young men 
are going to the battle front to offer 
their utmost, their very flesh and 
blood, In unutterable toll and agony. 
In doing what must be done there. They 
hope to come back, but they are will- 
ing to die there If that must be. And 
thousands of our best are doing just 
that. In like unswerving spirit we who 
stay at home muat do our part— going 
without things and making those we 
have serve to the utmost— and through 
this self-denial furnishing to the gov- 
ernment — your government — which Is 
taking care of our boya, the means to 
get the enormous amounts of muterlala 
and labor needed to take care of them 
and to equip them for what they have 
to do. 

This Is the meaning of the Liberty 
bond. 

Unela Sam Turns Tightwad. 

The money which you are lending 
Uncle Sam by purchasing Liberty 
Bonds, and with which he In turn pur- 
chases foodstuffs for the boys In khaki, 
goes much farther than one at first 
realizes. Formerly all scrapings from 
pistes and all refuse from camp kitch- 
ens was burned. The old order bus 
changed. Garbage waste le now sepa- 
rated Into varloue classes such as 
bread, raw fats and meets, cooked 
meat, cooked grease, bones aud other 
garbage. 

These materials are weighed after 
each meal, and a statement of the 
welghta forwarded to the conservation 
and reclamation officer In each camp. 
In thla way, the army has an absolute 
check on wattes of unit kitchens 
which enables It to prevent over-ration- 
ing and Individual waetage. The gar- 
bage from these separations Is turned 
over to reduction plants, which In 
turn utilize these waetes for the man- 
ufacture of oltro-glycerio and for fer- 
tilizers.

WHO MUST REGISTER 

All male persons must register who 
shall have attained their eighteenth 
birthday and shnll not have attained 
their forty-slzth birthday on or before 
the day set by the president for regis- 
tration. The only exceptions are: 

(A) Persons who, prior to the day 
set for the registration by the presi- 
dent, have registered either under the 
terms of the act approved May 18, 1917. 
or under the terms of the public reso- 
lution of congress approved May 20, 
1918, whether called for service or 
not ; 

(B) Officers and enlisted men of the 
regulnr anuy, officers appointed, and 
men of the forces drafted, under the 
provisions of the act approved May 18, 
1917; officers and enlisted men of the 
National Guard while in the service of 
the United Stntes; and the officers of 
the officers’ reserve corps and enlisted 
reserve corps .while In the service of 
the United Stntes; and 

(C) Officers and enlisted men of the 
navy and mnrine corps, and officers 
and enlisted and enrolled men of the 
nnvnl reserve force and mnrine corps 
reserve while In the service of the 
United States.

NATIVE RORN — If you are s na-> 
tlve-horn citizen of the United States, 
ths register will pises a check In this 
space and proceed to space 18. leaving 
spaces 11. 11. II. 14 snd 18 blank. If 
you were born In the United States. 
Including Alaska and Hawaii, you are 
a native-born dtlten of the United 
States Irrespective of the dtlsenshlp of 
your parents. Any Inhabitant of Porto 
Rico, who was a Spanish subject on 
April 11. 1899. snd who resided In Porto 
Rico on that date, and continued to reside 
therein until April 11. 1100. Is held to 
be a dtlten of Porto Rico, except such 
Inhabitants, natives of the Spanish pe- 
ninsula. who elected to preserve their 
allegiance to Spain on or before April 
II 1900, by making a declaration, be- 
fore s court of record, of their decision 
to do so. Any dtlsen of Porto Rlco. as 
above defined, snd any native of Porto 
RU-o who was temporarily absent from 
the Island on April 11. 1899, snd has 
since returned, and Is not a dtlsen of 
any foreign country, la held to be a 
dtlsen of the United Btatea. provided 
he did not elect to retain his political 
status by making declaration under 
oath of his decision to do so within slg 
months after March 2, 1917. If you 
were born abroad, you are still n citi- 
zen of the United States If yonr f'ther 
was a dtlsen of the United Stntes at 
the time you were born, unless you 
have expatriated yourself. 

11. NATURALIZED— If you are a 
naturalised dtlsen of the United States, 
the register will place a check In thla 
apace nnd proceed to space 18. leaving 
spaces 10. 12. IS. 14 and 16 blank. Tou 
are a naturalised citizen If you have 
completed your naturalization, that la. 
If you have “taken out final papers.” 
But you are not a citizen If you have 
only declared your Intention to become 
a dtlsen (thnt la. If you have only 
“taken out first pnpera”); In the latter 
case you are a declarant. 

12. CITIZEN BT FATHER'S NATU- 
RALIZATION BEFORE REGISTRANT'S 
MAJORITT.— If you are a dtlsen by your 
father's naturalisation (or your mother's 
naturalization In case your father died) 
before you attained your majority, the 
registrar will place a check In thla 
space and proceed to apace 18. leaving 
spaces 10, 11, 13, 14 and 16 blank. The 
children of persons who have been duly 
naturalised under the lnws of the Unit- 
ed States, being under the age of 
twenty-one at the time of the naturali- 
zation of their parents, are. If dwelling 
In the United States before attaining 
their majority, considered an citizens 
thereof. (Sec. 2172. U. 8. Rev. Stat., 
and 34 Stat. L., pt. 1. p. 1228.) 

ALIEN. 

IS. DECLARANT.— If you are a de- 
clarant alien, the registrar will place a 
check In this space and proceed to 
space 16. leaving spaces 10, 11, 12 and 14 
blank. Tou are a declarant If, although 
a citizen or subject of some other coun- 
try, you have declared before a natural- 
ization court your Intention to become a 
citizen of the United States. Tills Is re- 
ferred to as "taking out first papers.” 

14. NONDECLARANT.— If you are a 
nondeclarant alien, the registrar will 
place a check In this space nnd pro- 
ceed to space 15, leaving spaces 10, 11. 12 
and 13 blank. Tou are a nondcclarnnt 
alien If you do not fall within one of the 
classes described In spaces 10, 11. 12 and 13 
and are not an Indian. In other words, 
you are a nondeclarant alien If you are a 
dtlsen or subject of some other country 
than the United States and have not de- 
clared before a naturalization court your 
Intention to become a citizen of the Unit- 
ed States, that Is, hava not “taken out 
flrat papers." 

IB. This need be answered only by de- 
clarant and nondeclnrant aliens.

19 . NAME.— If you aro married and 
your wife la living, her name should be 
stated If you are single or your wife Is 
dead, you should state the name of your 
nearest blood relative If you are no' 
married and have no blood relative, the 
name of a close friend should be stated.

Btvtfent Army Training Carps Plano 

Changed to Conform to Lowered 
* Draft Agoa Baldloro Want Lemon 

Drape and Soluble Coffee. 

The llstening-ln service of the signal 
cords of the army Is one of Ita Inter- 
esting activities. Information of the 
enemy and his movements Is always of 
use, and sometimes of great Impor- 
tance. 

The signal corps operates numerous 
llstening-ln stations close to or within 
the enemy's lines, at which, by means 
of devices recently perfected. It Is able 
not only to Intercept any radio mes- 
sage but also to determine accurately 
the location of the radio Instrument 
which transmits It. This Information 
ns to location la transmitted to the 
artillery, which proceeds to put the 
radio station out of business. 

German telephone wires have been 
made to divulge their secrets, though 
such wires are well within German ter- 
ritory where It Is Impossible to tnp 
their lines. This Is accomplished by 
one of the most Ingenious Instruments 
that has been produced. By means of 
It our slgnnl corps mnn can sit in his 
dugout on the front line with a re- 
ceiver to his ear and hear any tele- 
phone message well within the enemy 
territory, even though several thou- 
sand* Huns may Intervene between him 
and the nearest point to the telephone 
wires being used by the enemy. 

The slgnnl service of the nrmy came 
Into existence with development of the 
telegraph during the Civil war, and 
was expanded greatly In the Spanish- 
Amerlcnn war. It was then a mounted 
orgnnlzntlon, mobile ns cnvnlry, and 
used largely to serve the needs of the 
cavalry. It developed practically a 
perfect system for open warfare. 

A new system had to he originated 
for trench warfare and experts began 
the study of this problem and the use 
of telephone and telegraph lines and 
the radio ns soon as the present war 
started. Signal corps men were nmong 
the first units sent to France after 
the United States entered the war. 
The French system of signaling has 
been adopted In part, but with many 
purely American Innovations. The 
whole fighting area within ten miles of 
the front lines Is a mass of lines of 
Information. There Is the wire net, or 
telegraph and telephone; the radio; 
the visual, or searchlight and fire- 
works, und the messengers, runners 
and motorcyclists. 

Plans for the student nrmy training 
corps have been changed by the war 
department to conform to the lowered 
draft ages. The war department will 
utilize the plunt, equipment and organ- 
ization of the colleges to maintain a 
reservoir of officer material for train- 
ing as officers and technical experts 
from which It will be possible to meet 
the enlarged needs of the various 
branches of the service. 

The length of time during which 
men will be trained in the colleges will 
depend on the needs of the service. As 
fast as one group of trained men is 
drawn from the colleges Into the serv- 
ice their places will be taken by a 
new quota obtained by voluntary In- 
duction or through the draft. In this 
way the educational facilities of the 
country will be used to maintain a 
constant supply of men who are 
trained to meet the needs of the army. 

Under the regulations selected young 
men who are physically fit for mili- 
tary service, who are eighteen years 
of age or over, and who have had a 
grammar school education may be In- 
ducted as volunteers into the army and 
entar upon a course of special train- 
ing. Those who have had only a gram- 
mar school education will enter ordi- 
narily special training detachments to 
be trained along mechanical lines of 
military training. Those who prove 
la the course of their mechanical train- 
ing that they are officer material may 
ba transferred to a unit In one of the 
colleges to be prepared to enter a cen- 
tral officers' training camp. 

Touag man who have had a high 
school education vrtll be allowed to en- 
ter the college for more advanced 
training ae officers and as technical 
experts of various kinds, according to 
their experience and abilities. Those 
Who show promise under this training 
will be kept In college until qualified 
ta enter an officer training camp or ba 
sant directly Into the service as tech- 
nical experts; those who do not show 
promise under the training will be 
sent either to oonromiulsaioned on- 
cers' schools, to the nearest depot bri- 
gade or to detachments where men are 
trained according to their technical or 
mechanical abilities. 

IVi not use galvanized utensils in 
nicking preserves. Jellies or fruit 
Juices suy department of agriculture 
experts.

Tha lemon drops being supplied the 
army are made nf pure granulated 
sugar and flavored with an emulsion 
made from the rind of the lemon. The 
extra sour lemon drop la the favorite 
with the soldiers. It has tha thirst- 
quenching quality of lemonade. The 
formula was prepared specially, and 
Is being followed by the candy manu- 
facturer! supplying the army. 

The entire output of all factories In 
the United States making soluble cof- 
fee Is being purchased by the quarter- 
masters corpj for the army, but It la 
not sufficient to meet the demand; 
new companies are being organised 
and large capital la being expended to 
Insure a largely Increased output. 

8 oluhle coffee Is used In the front 
line trenches, where It Is not possible 
always to have hot water because It 
cannot be brought up from the rear 
and fire to bent water causes smoke 
which Invites the fire of the enemy. 
The men can make good coffee from 
the cold wnter which they carry In 
their canteens. 

Increasing needs of the military 
forces for woolens has brought on or- 
der from the woolens section of the 
war Industries board stopping the 
manufacture of woolen or worsted 
hand knitting ynms, and cnlling for 
reports ns to stock held by the manu- 
facturers, and wholesale and retail 
merchants. 

The Red Cross Is buying up these 
stocks at a nominal profit to the hold- 
ers for use In Its wnr work. A much 
greater supply Is required, and the 
Red Cross will tnke up stocks of yarn 
suitable In quality and quantity as 
rapidly as they ore offered. 

Large manufacturers, wholesalers 
and retailers reported their stocks on 
hand promptly, but many small mer- 
chants throughout the country have 
failed to report to the woolens section, 
and reports have been received they 
are continuing to sell to their custom- 
ers. The war Industries board haS no 
desire to penalize those who have re- 
ported their stocks of yarn for the 
benefit of those who hnve not so re- 
ported, nnd asks for Immediate replies 
from those who hold unreported stocks 
of hand knitting yarns nnd compliance 
with the original order of the board. 
The yarns affected Include both wool- 
en nnd worsted In Oxfords, khaki, nat- 
ural and natural gray colors with the 
counts, ninke, quality and cost price. 
Reports should be made on lots down 
to SO pounds. 

The United States has vast known 
sulphur deposits guaranteeing an abun- 
dant supply for the manufacture of 
sulphuric acid and other necessary war 
materials for the successful prosecu- 
tion of the wnr. 

Two great plants are now turning 
out most of the sulphur needed. One 
Is In Louisiana and the other in Texas. 
There are two other known deposits 
which can be opened up quickly In 
case of necessity. Preliminary work 
on one of these Is under progress to 
meet any unexpected emergency, such 
as destruction or damage by hurricane 
as occurred recently at the Louisiana 
plant. 

Sulphur Is melted in the ground by 
■team and hot water and forced to the 
surface through wells where ths molten 
sulphur solidifies on exposure to the 
air. The eulphur deposit underlies a 
bed of quicksand through which It Is 
Impossible to drive shafts and mine In 
the ordinary way. Tha development of' 
this project Is ona of the Interesting 
mechanical achievements of the past 
decade, and the United States la now 
by far the greatest producer of sul- 
phur. 

Colonel Churchill, chief of the mil- 
itary Intelligence branch of the gen- 
eral staff, warns American editors 
against publication, aa authentic and 
reliable, of statements In letters from 
American prisoners In German cam pa 
of tha excellence of the food and gen- 
eral treatment of tba prisoners. 

An officer of the military Intelligence 
branch who spent two years of the 
war In Germany reports that there are 
certain rulee laid down by tha German 
military authorities for all prisoners 
In latter writing. The price they pay 
for the transmission of their letters Is 
that they must state that they are well 
treated, that the food la good and that 
they are contented. Tba letters of tha 
prisoners are carefully censored at tha 
prison ramp and any statements made 
contrary to the rules laid down for 
letter writing simply means destruc- 
tion of tha letter. 

It la concluded, therefore, that any 
Information coming from American 
prisoners In Germany la absolutely un- 
reliable and should not be published In 
American newspapers or magaxines aa 
In any way authentic. A few letters 
from apparently contented American 
prisoners In camps have made their 
appearance already In American news- 
papers. 

The ordnance department Is making 
a campaign to obtain large quantities 
of walnut lumber which Is required for 
the manufacture of aircraft propeller 
blades and for gun stocks. Owners of 
walnut trees are asked to put their 
property at the disposal of the govern- 
ment to help win the war. 

Men and women will have fewer 
varieties In shape and colors of fur 
sud felt hsts from which to make se- 
lections this fall and next spriug.

1 have every admiration for the woman who offers 
herself for Red Crow nursing, for canteen service in 
France, for ambulance driving behind the lines, or for 
the countless other war tasks that women are doing so 
cheerfully and so well. But this is only a part of our 
war work, after all. The woman teacher in America 
today need have no concern as to where her patriotic 
duty lies. Not only is her task of teaching boys and 
girls one of supreme national and even military im- 
portance, as France has shown, but her position as 
teacher gives her an opportunity for leadership, par- 
ticularly in the smaller communities, that is unsurpassed for direct 
national service. 

It is from the point of view of possibilities in the home community, 
then, that I urge teachers to face the summer vacation. For many patri- 
otic teachers it need not be so much a change of scene as a change of 
activity. The suburban teacher who has been doing her work under the 
formal conditions that still prevail in too many schools can work her own 
garden or help work someone else's. Bettor still, sho can help her boys 
and girls in their home gardens, as a hundred thousand or more patriotic 
teachers are doing in the United States school garden army organized 
under the department of the interior. It will help the food situation and 
the teacher who does this work will he a better teacher for her contact 
with the soil. 

For the teacher who wants to do Red Cross work there is the field 
of junior membership that has been opened up. Here, too, the teacher 
can not only help her children produce things for the soldiers but she 
will be getting something that will make her fundamental work of teach- 
ing better and she will be giving an example of the school’s influence in 
the community that will be valuable in the many more emergencies of 
the coming months and years. 

Many teachers will wish to go away for a rest and change, for a 
part of the summer at least. It is hard to think of a better rest and change 
for such teachers, if they must leave the community, than to go to some 
good summer school and learn how to do better the thing they are doing.

Women Are Now Enjoying the Greatest 
Opportunity in History of Business

The rapid adaptation of women to business, made necessary by the 
government’s “work-or-fight” order, is the source of real encouragement 
to Chicago employers. After a period of gloom directly following the 
issuance of the order employers have come to the realization that men are 
no longer indispensable. 

Nor is the woman for stenographic; clerical and so-called “minor” 
office duties alone. The woman executive has come into her own. Our 
women’s department within the last few weeks has placed a large number 
of high-grade women in executive and semi-executive positions, and the 
women placed are responding to the satisfaction of the employers. 

Moreover, women are succeeding in traveling sales work to a far 
greater extent thtn ever expected. This branch of the distribution force 
was hit unusually hard by the draft and enlistment of traveling salesmen, 
and for a time, until the ex*perimenting with women began to produce 
worth-while results, the outlook was serious for a number of firms who 
get their goods before buyers through personal solicitation. The success 
of traveling saleswomen is perhaps the most encouraging result of the 
present readjustment. 

The inexperienced woman is enjoying the greatest opportunity in 
the history of business. More unskilled beginners have entered the Chi- 
cago business field in the past month or so than in any years of our busi- 
ness history. Employers report entire satisfaction with the use of this 
class of office help. 

The novelty of the new situation is gradually wearing away. Trav- 
elers no longer express surprise when, upon registering at a hotel, they 
are confronted by a woman desk clerk, nor are women elevator operators an 
unusual sight; several Chicago hotels have in successful operation these 
innovations. 

The demand for high-grade men is as heavy as ever, bookkeepers and 
other forms of higher office force being in especial demand. Manufactur- 
ing concerns are badly in need of various classes of technical men and 
unskilled help. 

At present business is in the midst of its readjustment and the situa- 
tion will remain unsettled until some time after the “work-or-fight” order 
is in effect.

Who cheered and held school festivals and struck medals when our 
women and children sank with the Lusitania? The German people, the 
women and children of Germany. 

Who have spit on our prisoners when they have been carried wounded 
through German towns? The women and children. 

Who have sent the soldiers of Germany into battle full of hatred 
for us? The womanhood of Germany. 

Who have tampered with airplanes made in this country so that 
scores of young American boys have been killed by the machines break- 
ing? Kind-faced German mechanics in the American factories. 

We must not take it out in angry grimaces, in tearing up all the 
German music on our pianos or in refusing to deal with German grocers. 
We must send the hate along over the sea as ve send our soldiers. We 
must fill them with it, must send them into battle backed by the feeling 
that we are behind every bayonet thrust of theirs and that we want them 
to do to the Germans what the Germans have done to our allies and to 
our defenseless ones wherever they could find them. 

We know we’re right. We know Germany is wrong. We know Ger- 
many is a liar, a foul fighter, a nation whose population and people hate 
us implacably and are fighting tba Uttar because of that hate. All right; 
1st us hate back. 


Through the dark clouds which have 
fathered over the whole world we see 
at times a sudden gleam of tlghL like 
a passing glimpse of the clear blue be- 
yond. It Is a flash of prophecy, a brief 
vision of the renewed and purified 
world which should follow upon the 
tragic days of the great conflict In 
the coming time we trust that there 
will be not only a spiritual uplifting, 
bat a certain spiritualising of material 
tilings— a beneficent use of agencies 
that have hitherto been selfishly or 
narrowly applied. From the great 
stimnlns of danger and sacrifice, and 
the nearness of sorrow and death, we 
shall gain a keener and clearer under- 
standing. Old things will pass away.

No More Useless Cripples. 

We hnve here to consider It as ap- 
plied by surgeons to the rebuilding of 
broken bodies, and so directly as n 
sustaining power to the souls of men. 
Hitherto in most cases a maimed man 
hns been a broken mnn. With the con- 
viction that he Is practically useless, 
nnd with thnt strange false shnnie that 
makes him feel his disability ns a dis- 
grace, merely because It Is conspicu- 
ous, most crippled inen hnve been lit- 
erally down nnd otit. If poor, they hnve 
become beggars; if rich, they have 
dragged out a weary nnd sorrowful ex- 
istence, with the loss of hope thut 
conies from makeshift occupations nnd 
from the sense of helplessness. To this 
condition, of course, there have been 
shining exceptions — men who hnve 
fought their disabilities valiantly, nnd 
whose courage and enterprise hnve 
won for them high places, even in the 
industrial world. 

But hitherto these men have been re- 
garded ns exceptional.

Are we Impa- 
tiently watting to take up a broken 
conversation ; a game of bridge ; the 
telling of a story; the reading of a 1 
newspaper; the liberal art of criti- 
cizing the war department, the navy 
or the administration ; or, what la In- 
finitely more Incompatible, exploiting 
the hateful efficiency of the foe?

We ait In public places, and we 
arise because we are in public places. 
We suspend for the moment our phys- 
ical Interests and we look about us 
to see If other people are doing the 
same? Some of ub get up grudgingly 
and stand as we happen to have been 
sitting, with our bucks to the music;

us continue to keep our bauds in our 
pockets and our cigars In our mouths ; 
others think that nothing more Is re- 
quired of them than the lowering of 
the voice to an undertone ; others con- 
sider a bland expression of resigna- 
tion to be efficient ; and some fall Into 
an attitude of tolerant submissiveness.

U sadly u anting. We, the most Imag- 
inative, the must ulert people in the 
world, are totally devoid of iumgiuu- 
tion during the rendition of our wur- 
Kon;*. 

,\/by should we not think, or «veu 


to hare all maimed person* so restoiwd 

to usefulness aa to do away with the 
stigma of disability. The so-called 
"cripple"’ Is to pass away. He la to be 
rendered capable of doing, not a crip- 
ple's Job, but a man's Job; nnd his 
ability to do It Is to be an every-day 
commonplace fact. If only people at 
large will realize thnt this can be. ac- 
cept It aa a right, and regard It aa a 
duty so to accept It, the miracle will 
take place aa aurely aa that the green 
earth will be restored In spring. 

The soldier has a better starting- 
point than the average civilian, because 
he Is not ashamed of bis Incomplete 
body. He Is proud of It ! It has placed 
him on the roll of honor, ns one hurt 
In the world’s defense. We all know 
with what gentle nnd noble pride tho 
old G. A. R. man carries his empty 
sleeve. 80 now, in a far greater de- 
gree, we shall hnve an army of men 
whose Injuries are their pride nnd 
glory. If only they can hnve at the 
same time the bodily power to move 
nnd to work thut sustains the life of 
the soul. 

Employment for All. 

They can have It freely. The gov- 
ernment will take enre of this. If the 
people will understand, nnd avail them- 
selves of what Is offered then). Already 
In France hundreds of men are work- 
ing skillfully In fields, shops nnd fac- 
tories with new nnd better appliances 
than were ever known before. The skill 
nnd toll of surgeons nnd Inventors hnve 
been earnestly nnd tenderly applied to 
the deep need of this noble army of 
sacrifice, nnd with greater results than 
we could hnve believed possible. 

It Is wonderful to see what tlieso 
Frenchmen, with their high spirits nnd 
fine responsive natures, nre able to 
do! Their smiling faces nnd keen ac- 
tivity show their sane nnd cheerful out- 
look upon the future. They nre men, 
not cripples. The amazing contrivances 
that help them, particularly the me- 
chanical arms nnd hands, nre not beau- 
tiful, but they have the attractiveness 
of adaptability. They arc creators. Out 
of the creative energy of a man’s soul 
they come, bringing creative energy to 
another ninn's body, nnd thence also to 
hts soul. They nre truly a mighty ex- 
tension of his power bejond the limits 
imposed by nature nnd by calamity. 

From the soldiers this stream of 
beneficent energy will extend to others, 
and in time we shall see on the streets 
no more crippled beggars, and In homes 
, no more helpless wretches, waited on 
hand nnd foot by tired relatives and 
friends. Men nnd women we shall have, 
doing the work of men nnd women all 
the more bravely for the handicap that 
roused their energies, and made them 
lay hold eagerly upon the means of 
restoration.

Baseball was referred to ns bat ball 
In some communities In the early day" 
of the national game. The modern 
baseball hnt had Its origin Just 59 
yenrs hm. 

March 9, 1859, at n meeting of the 
fnthers of bnsehnll held In New York, 
It was decreed that the hnt should be 
made of wood nnd have a diameter 
not to exceed 2V4 Inches nnd a length 
not greater than 42 Inches. In the 
yenrs that have followed fewer 
changes hpve been made In the hnt 
than In any other thing connected 
with the game. The provision as to 
length still stands, but since 1805 the 
swntter hns been permitted to use n 
slightly thicker bnb The early rule 
thnt the hnt he made of wood wasn’t 
binding enough In the enrly days of 
professionalism, for some of the play- 
ers snenked In hnts Into which holes 
had been made nnd filled with lend. 

The rule of 1859 prescribed thnt the 
hnt should be round, and this pro- 
vision Is in effect todny, although In 
the Intervening years there have been 
some variations. In the early eighties 
a four-shied hnt wns Introduced nnd 
was Indorsed by the governing body 
of nmntcur players, hut It didn’t last 
long nnd wns never used l>y profes- 
sionals. Later In the same decade 
hnts made of soft wood nnd flat on 
one side were Introduced, to he used in 
hunting. This variety of hnt gained 
the recognition of the National league, 
nnd wns used In nearly all profes- 
sional circuits up to 1803, when It was 
discarded and outlawed. 

Prior to the adoption of the rule of 
1859 any old kind of stick wns per- 
missible In br.scbnll. Even flnt hnts 
were not barred nnd many star swat- 
ters used Implements of prodigious 
size. It takes a real man to wield 
n heavy hat, say one that Is five feet 
long nnd five Inches wide, but many 
• 1 the old-timers did It Those were 
the happy days for the “knockers,” ns 
batsmen were culled in that period.

the cellar. 

Onions must bp kept cool, but fair- 
ly dry. Tn a moist cellar they will 
sprout. They keep best In crates or 
boxes having slatted sides, so that 
the air will circulate through. "The 
onions should be dug at once. If 
the tops are still green, break them 
down with the foot so that they will 
ripen up quickly. Onions left too 
long will begin to form now -roots. 
Be sure that the onions are thor- 
oughly dry before you store them 
away. It Is best to spread them out 
on the ground after digging them, 
leaving them for several days, but 
turning them each morning. 

It is well to prepare early for 
frosty nights. Low growing vege- 
tables can often be protected by 
throwing leaves or straw over them, 
but tomatoes mav be kept along by 
covering them with cloth. As with 
all vegetables, though, the cloth 
should be raised on a frame above 
the plants, for if if touches them the 
frost will penetrate and ruin them. 

For some reason the apples seem 
to be ripening much earlier than 
they should. They are dropping bad- 
ly too. Some way should be found 
to use the good apples which are 
falling. One of the best ways to 
save them is to make them into apple 
sauce for canning. It is not neces- 
sary to use any sugar until winter, 
when sugar can bp added as it is 
used. Jelly can also be made. It 
Is a little early to get a high grade 
of cider, and yet it is better to use 
up the apples than to have them 
wasted. Don’t forget that wormy 
and knurly applet can he fed to the 
chldkens if they are crushed a little. 

Keep on spraying the cabbages 
with hot water to kill the worms. 
Seldom have these pests been so 
troublesome as this year. Tie up 
the heads of your cauliflowers as 
pfcon as tlie heart begins to show, or 
they will burnt by the sun. 

Get out your potatoes a« soon as 
the vines have died and sow the 
ground to rye. unless you are to have 
it plowed this fall. The use of rye 
4 < recommended at this time as it 
helps to serve as a substitute for 
high cost fertilizers.

MINN MARI ELIZABETH FOIE 

Without warning or preliminary 
weakness, death due to heart failure 
overcame Miss Mary Elizabeth Foye, 
71. while riding from Braintree to 
Brockton Thursday evening, Aug. 22. 
The body was taken to her home at 
15 Howard square, where prayers 
were offered Sunday afternoon, fol- 
lowing which there were services at 
tlie Village cemetery chapel, Wey- 
mouth. 

Mis* Foye left Brockton Thursday 
noon to visit some friends in Wey- 
mouth and to consult an oculist, who 
had taken care of her eyes and glass- 
es for some years. Leaving tier home 
on Howard square she was briBk and 
alert, feeling quite well. After doing 
her errands In Weymouth she mad£ 
the train promptly at Braintree that 
she had intended to take, and while 
on tlie train spoke to tlie conductor 
about her ticket. 

Shortly after that she laid her head 
back on the rear of her seat, and 
there was something bo relaxed about 
her position that a man hurried to 
the conductor (,o have him return and 
learn what was the matter with her. 
The examination revealed the fact 
that. Miss Foye was dead. Telegrams 
were sent to Brockton and railroad 
employees and physicians were gentle 
in removing the body when it arrived 
there. 

Medical examiner Dr. E. A. Paine 
was called and his verdict was heart 
failure. It was thought possible by 
the physicians called that Miss Foye 
had been subject to heart weakness, 
but relatlvea affirm they had never 
known her to have any attacks. Med’ 
leal Examiner Paine informed them 
her heart had just worn out. 

Miss Foye was a member of a fam- 
ily long identified and much respected 
in Weymouth. She lived here many 
years, coming to Weymouth about 12 
years ago to be near her Bister. Mrs. 
Fannie Brackett. She had another 
sister who died last January. She 
was the aunt of Miss Brackett, one 
of the clerks at the Brockton Public 
library.

Etsler. pastor of the First Universal- 
ist church, conducted the services. 

Miss Foye was a daughter of the 
late John O. Foye. She taught Bchool 
for many years and later was for 
vears assistant librarian at the Tufts 
Public Library.

Information. 


BOY SCOUT UNIFORM8 8AFE. 

Some worriment may have been oc- 
casioned by articles recently appear- 
ing In the papers reporting a resolu- 
tion adopted by the American Asso- 
ciation of Woolens and Worsted Manu- 
facturers to the effect that future pro- 
duction of all khaki cloth should bo- 
restrlcted to the government’s order 
and definitely naming the Boy Scouts 
of America as among those' who would 
suffer accordingly. 

The alarm was largely groundless* 
however, so far as scouts are con- 
cerned since the resolution referred 
entirely to the woolen olive-drab doth 
used for the winter army uniforms. 

The regulation uniform of the Boy 
Scouts of America which is worn by 
the great bulk of our members — 
scouts and leaders as well — Is not 
wool, but made of special ollve-drab 
cotton doth of lighter weight than tho 
summer uniform which Is furnished to 
the army. 

For this reason and the further fact 
that the Boy Scouts of America uni- 
form is specifically sanctioned In the 
army reorganisation law. It Is unlike- 
ly that there will be any curtailment 
of the production of the scouts' stand- 
ard uniform. 

•COUTS SAVE THREE IN LAKE. 

Thrown Into the water at Lake Mer- 
ritt, near Oakland, Cal., by the upset- 
,tlng of their canoe, two young women 
and a youth were Raved from drown- 
ing by four boy scouts while hundreds 
of persons looked on. 

The scouts were in another canoe* 
some distance away, and by the time 
they reached the overturned canoe the 
three In the water were exhausted and 
about to let go their hold. 

One of the young women was almost 
uaconadous, and a scout Jumped Into 
the water and brought her to land, 
while the other two retained their hold 
on their canoe until the scouts towed 
It into shallow water.

after a careful survey of the situation 
the large industrial Institutions 
throughout the country are rapidly 
awakening to the fuct that the mul- 
tiple dwelling or upartment building 
possesses many advantages over the 
single house. 

In the multiple dwelling a number 
of families are housed under one roof. 
The number of apartments In each 
building vuries to meet conditions. 
Borne communities find the four-fumily 
house more successful, some the six- 
family und others find the larger build- 
ings, housing from eight to twenty-four 
families, best suited to their needs. 
At this time we will discuss the small- 
er buildings containing four to six 
apartments each. The advantages of 
this type of building are worthy of 
much consideration. 

Construction Costs Reduced. 

First of all, construction costs are 
greatly reduced by housing a number 
of families under one roof. On ac- 
count of the party walls, less material 
Is required and a big saving Is also af- 
fected in plumbing, roofing, painting 
and excavating. 

Next comes the saving of ground. By 
building multiple dwellings more fami- 
lies can be accommodated on a given 
ground spuce, thereby overcoming any 
luck of transportation, as more con- 
centration is made possible and it is 
not necessary to spread the industrial 
cities over so much territory. 

From a purely investment point of 
view, the multiple dwelling is very at* 
' tractive. The apartments are in great 
demand by people who do not wish to 
ut-sume the responsibility of owning 
their own home and the rent derived 
provides a very good income on the 
money invested by the builder. 

It is customary at the present time 
to eucourage the workmen to purchase 
their homes on the deferred payment 
plan, making the puymeuts out of their 
savings. This plan encourages thrift 
and is undoubtedly a very good one, 
but the same scheme has been car- 
ried out with the multiple dwelling 
with fur greuter success because it 
enables the thrifty workman to become 
a laud lord. 

Experience has proven that there 


room. Otherwise the same Ideas con- 
tained In plan No. 1 are carried out. 

Eliminating Bedrooms Economy. 

Great economy In construction, fur- 
nishing and housework is gained by 
eliminating B8 many bedrooms as pos- 
sible and making the living and dining 
rooms do double duty, serving as bed- 
rooms at night when they are no long- 
er needed for other purposes. 

Concealed beds have been used suc- 
cessfully for many years in high-grade 
apartments and residences, but only in

tages been recognised in connection 
with iudustrial housing. 

A full rise, all ineiul bed, sanitary in 
every res.Vct, is concealed in an ordi- 
nary clothes closet behind a door only 
three feet wide. The operation of the 
bed does not interfere in any way 
with the closet for clotbes-hanging 
purposes. The expect* of Installing 
these beds Is but • small fraction of 
the cost of a bedroom. Closets must 
he provided anyway, and it is simply 
a question of planning and arranging 
these closets properly to receive the 
beds. 


HOW THE SCOUT ADVANCES 

Boy scouts are organised In patrols 
and troops. Right hoys constitute a 
patrol, one being chosen as tho patrol 
leader. Three or four pntrols make up 
a troop. The scoutmaster is the adult 
lender of the troop.

Heretofore the detached house tins 
generally been conceded the most sat- 
isfactory solution to the problem, but 


I* a ready market for ln«*me-prnd»e. 
tnr property, and In sections where 
ground values are high the multiple 
dwelling provides a much more lucra- 
tive Investment than the detached 
house. 

Floor Plan Important. 

In order to make the small apart- 
ment building a distinct success, the 
most Important thing to consider la the 
floor plan of the apartments. An 
elaborate elevation Is entirely unneces- 
sary and only adds to the cost of the 
building, bat when It comes to the 
floor plan no Idea should be overlooked 
which will economise space or save 
housework. It costs no more to build 
from a good plan than It does from a 
poor one. In fact, poor layouts are 
often more expensive. 

In bnlldlng tor Industrial purposes 
It Is absolutely necessary to keep the 
building costs down as low as possible, 
whether the apartments are to be rent- 
ed or aold outright The overage work- 
man Is a man with a family of from 
three to five, consequently maximum 
sleeping accommodations must be pro- 
vided without materially Increasing the 
cost of the building. In carrying out 
the modern Ideas of efficiency, all un- 
necessary rooms must be dispensed 
with entirely. 

The accompanying floor plans sre for 
buildings tor four or six families each 
(depending on whether tyo or three 
atories high), and the striking feature 
of each building Is the vast saving of 
apace effected by eliminating bed- 
rooms. 

i’lan No. 1 Is tor a building only 32 
feet wide and 41 feet long, and can be 
built on a lot only 40 feet wide, yet 
there are two apartments on each floor, 
each apartment having sleeping accom- 
modations tor tour people. These are 
really the old-style five-room apart- 
ments "boiled down," so to speak, to 
the modern "efficiency" apartments of 
three rooms. The two bedrooms of 
the five-room apartment are complete- 
ly eliminated by concealed beds, which 
convert the living and dining rooms 
Into sleeping rooms at night. During 
the day we have the same living room, 
dining room and kitchen as the old- 
style five-room apartment. At night we 
have a kitchen and two large, airy 
sleeping rooms. Each room has a pri- 
vate access to the bathroom. This 
plan la used successfully In many sec- 
tions of the country and is much more 
efficient than the old plan of eliminat- 
ing the dining room, compelling the 
housewife to serve meals In the kitchen. 

Sometimes It Is advisable to have at 
least one regulur bedroom. In such 
Instances a plan such as No. 2 Is used. 
This plan Is for a building 34 feet by 
42 feet and represents the old style 
six-room apartment with two bedrooms 
eliminated, reducing It to four rooms. 
In addition to the living room, dining 
room and kitchen there Is one bed-

Rouget 'de Lisle was so hostile to 
the radicals that, rather than taka 
part In the wars of revolutionary 
France, he retired from the army, be- 
coming prominent again only after the 
July revolution, when King Louis 
Philippe made him ■ chevalier of the 
Legion of Honor and gave Mm a pen-

HOUSEKEEPING RUTS. 

RE yon In one? The 
present necessity of 
knowledge In prepar- 
ing foods little used 
until recently Is giving 
tunny housewives bard 
Jolts, for the ruts have 
worn rntlier deep. One 
of these which Is deep 
enough to engulf 
many an otherwise 
successful household Is monotony In 
Its menu making. The same old thing 
In the same old way is repen toil until 
appetite and Interest In food are gone. 

The housekeeper who Is mother, 
cook, nurse, seamstress and general 
manager has a run n -si zed Job and only 
when she treats It as a business and 
brings system Into Its management 
does she make a success. 

Try keeping a tabulated list of 
dishes liked by Uie family, adding to 
them In various ways to avoid repe- 
tition. 

Take the common rice, for exnmpte. 
Make ■ list of ten or more ways of 
serving rice— as a main dish, ns u veg- 
etable, as a dessert or In combination 
with other foods. Prepare these dishes 
In turn, and It will not be necessary 
to Inflict them oftener than once In 
five or six weeks. This plan can be 
followed with all kinds of foods, adding 
new dishes occasionally, as you surely 
will when you have the inspiration of 
such a chart before you. If this sys- 
tem has never been tried one can 
hardly realise what a help to make 
things run smoothly well-organized 
plans can be. 

Meats are our expensive foods and 
they may be pieced out with dum- 
plings, vegetables and cereals to make 
the meat go farther and lessen the 
expense. 

The serving of chops, stenks and 
quickly cooked meats Is the habit of 
the hand-to-mouth methods of many 
unthinking housewives; it Is both ex- 
travagant and wasteful. 

Mutton With Carrots, — Take a pound 
of mutton from the shoulder, cut Id 
serving sized pieces, season well and 
roll In flour, brown In n little hot fat 
'with a slice of onion, add a pint of 
shredded carrots, water to not quite 
cover and simmer for two hours on the 
back part of the stove.

LEFTOVER FRUITS. 

IPE fruit Is so perish- 
able that It should 
never be bought be- 
yond n day’s supply. 
An orange that shows 
signs of softening is 
not fit for food. Such 
fruit given to children 
may cause Illness. 

For canning fruit 
r h o u I d always be 
fresh and free from Imperfections. 

If n smnll dish of fruit Is left, put 
it through a sieve, thicken with corn- 
starch, and sweeten If necessary, add- 
ing a bir of butter and use as a pud- 
ding sauce. 

When there are three or four kinds 
of fruit In small amounts use ns a 
gurnish for a gelatin or Jello pudding. 
By alternating the colors u very pretty 
dish will result. 

Bits of fruit either fresh or conned 
If put through ti sieve inny then he 
lidded to Ice cream when partly frozen, 
making a great improvement on the 
plain Ice cream. A sauce can be made 
of the fruit with a few chopped nuts 
nnd poured over the ice crem when 
It Is ready to serve. 

A small umnunt of fruit added to 
muffins or small cakes Improves them. 

Do not let fruit spoil because there 
Is not enough to go around. Two or 
three kinds combined are very accept- 
able ns n salad nr dessert. 

Fruit Whip. — Put a mixture of 
crushed, sweetened fruit Into lemon- 
ade glasses, fill up vdth whipped 
cream, sweetened and flavored, und 
serve with sponge cake for dessert. 

Lemons may be prepared into lemon 
sirup und kept indefinitely, they are 
always reudy for a quick, cool drink. 
Take oue cupful of wuter, a third of 
a cupful of lemon Juice, and n half 
cupful of sugar, boll for ten minutes, 
bottle and set in the Ice chest. Add 
a spoonful of sirup to a glussful of 
wuter and serve with lee. 

When muklng lemonade save the 
lemon cups tr use In various ways. 
They make pret'y reciptaoles for hard 
suuce, for cocktails, for fish or oyster 
suuces. for salad or dessert cup; uny 
number of ways will be thought of to 
use them. 

Emergency Salad. — Tut u few hits 
of cheese into ueut cubes ; chop six or 
eight olives.

Two pounds of sugar • month— half 
t pound a week — that Is the sugur ra- 
tion the U. S. Food Administration 
has asked every American to observe 
until Jununry 1, 1910, In order to muke 
sure there shall be enough for our 
Army und Nuvy, for the Allied armies 
aud for the civilians of those nations. 

By New Year's the world sugur sit- 
uation will be relieved somewhat by 
the new crop. Cuban sugar of tills 
year's crop will be arriving lu lids 
country. 

Every available sugar source will be 
drawn on by the Food Admluh>trution 
during the next winter mouths to main* 
tulu sufficient slocks here to keep up 
our uutlouu! sugar supply. During Oc- 
tober the first American beet sugar 
will arrive In the murkets. By the 
middle of November some of our Lou- 
isiana cane crop will be available. All 
of this sugar and more may be needed 
to keep this nation supplied on a re- 
duced ration aud to safeguard the Al- 
lied sugar ration from still further 


reduction. In Europe the present ra- 
tion is already reduced to a minimum. 

Our Situation. 

The situation which the United 
States faces in its efforts to maintain 
a fair distribution of sugur to the Al- 
lied world is us follows : 

Sugar supplies throughout the coun- 
try, in homes, etoree, factories and 
bakeries are at a low ebb. We must 
make Increased sugar shipments to the 
Allies. 

Production of American beet and 
Louisiana cane crops have been disap- 
pointing. 

Porto Rico crops have been cur- 
tailed. 

Immense sugar stocks In Java can- 
not be reached ob account of the ship- 
ping shortage; ships are needed for 
troop movements and munitions. 

Army and Navy sugar requirements 
have increased as well as those from 
the Allies. 

Moat Industries using sugur have liud 
their allotment reduced by one half; 
aoAje will receive uo sugar. 

Households should make every ef- 
fort to preserve the fruit crop without 
sugur, or with small amounts of sugar. 
Later, wheu the sugar supply Is larg- 
er, the canned fruit may be swoetoiwd 
aa it la used.

MOURNED BY ARMY. 

HIS HEROIC DEATH RELATED

(From Commlttre on Public Information.) ' 
Washington. — Private Albert B. 
Bcott, the youngest soldier in General 
Pershing's nrniy In France — he was 
but fifteen years of age and a Brook- 
Itnc, Mass., high school boy when he 
enlist efS — is dead, shot through the 
head by a German sniper after he had 
laid thirty foes to rest, and the army 
mourns Its boy hero. 

A soldier writer for The Stars and 
Stripes, the A. B. F. paper, tells this 
•dory : 

“In the regiment they are talking 
these days of all the good pals they 
lost In llie fierce, unfortgettable chase 
they gave the Germans In the great 
retreat from the Murne. But most of 
all — a little oftener and a bit more 
fondly — they talk of Scotty. 

“He was a good kid, they say, and 
be died on his gun. 

“His great chance came when on 
that historic July 18 his regiment got 
the order for which, through muny a 
month of dreams. It had longed — the 
order to advance. It went 18 kllonie- 
ters without stopping, chasingtheBoche 
up hill and down dale, fighting Its way 
through patch after patch of Inviting 
woods that would prove treacherous 
with hidden machine guns. 

“In the first .days of that battle, the 
movement was so swift that more than 
once a small German rear guard und an 
advance Yank platoon would meet In 
the forest and fight out then and there 
a complete and separate battle all their 
own. So It was with the Indians, ns 
8cotty’s regiment was nicknamed, one 
afternoon, as they were making their 
way past the bitterly won town of 
Bpleds. 

“At the cross road they saw troops 
approaching them In column of squads. 
The officer in charge caught them In 
the. focus of his field glasses. They 
were Bodies, coming on. The Yanks 
waited, itching to open Are, but biding 
their time. Suddenly the Bodies de- 
aerted the road and came on them 
through the forest. 

“The lleutenunt placed Ills men along 
a roadside ditch. He placed Scotty 
and his sho-sho . beside a tree and 
aquarely opposite a narrow woodland 
path that opened across the way. He 
could see straight down that path', and 
the Bodies were bound either to come 
•long It or to cross It. 

“ ‘See that path. 8cottyT* said the 
lieutenant. "That’s your target. Not 
£oe of them must cross It.' 

“Yes, sir,' said Scotty, and dropped 
Beside his gun. 

• “Then from the high branches of 
many a tree and from many o shelter 
the German Are opened, and the Yank 
lire unswered. 

“A gray Agure darted suddenly Into 
the leafy path. He fell. 

“Another appeared. He fell. 

“There was perhaps ten minutes of 
that, and what was left of the German 
party was withdrawing when a handful 
of soldiers scampered along the road. 
They w Germans, hut they shouted 
ns they ran, 'Don't shoot, we’re Amer- 
icans.’ 

“For a moment. Just for the space 
that a breath is held, Scotty thrust his 
head up to see. From Ids perch in 
some tree a sniper shot him In the 
forehead. Another Imllet found his 
heart. He fell forward, dead, on his 

gUII. 

“They had killed him, but the num- 
ber of their dead that are counted us 
bis was thirty.”

Captured American army and navy 
officers are reaching German prison 
camps without clothing and shoes. The 
American Red Cross hns established a 
tailor shop In Berne to supply them 
wltli proper uniforms, according to In- 
formation Just reaching the bureau of 
prisoners’ relief. 

The officers. It seems. In being hus- 
tled bnck from the front by their cap- 
tors lose their, overcoats, blouses and 
even trousers. Frequently their leath- 
ei shoes, which are greatly coveted by 
the Germans, are taken from them, and 
they are forced to wear wooden shoes. 
The clothing of others Is so damaged ' 
In strenuous Aghtlng as to need re- < 
placement. t 

To outAt the forty commissioned | 
Americans known to be In the German 
ennips nml others who may be captured | 
Inter, the Bed Cross purchased a tall* , 
or shop In Paris and moved tailors and ] 
outAt outright to Switzerland. This ( 
shop Is now turning out each week 12 , 
uniforms made to measurements sup- 
plied by mall by the various prisoners 
In the various camps. The men are 
supplied also with underclothing, shoes, 
toilet articles, towels and food. The { 
food Is particularly necessary to sup- 
plement the meager prison fare for 
which the Germans make the captured 
officers pay In money. 

The stripping of prisoners apparent- 
ly takes place only at the front In the 
heat and confusion of battle. Camp 
committees, appointed by the prisoners 
themselves, see that American prison- 
ers receive supplies sent them. 

Experienced Aylng officers are being 
returned from abroad to act as special 
Instructors In the more ndvanced cours- 
es of nviatlon training which is being 
developed by the air service. 

Recent practice in elemental train- 
ing now gives the candidate more time 
lit the air with his instructor than here- 
tofore. The new plan is known as the 
Gosport system or “All Thru," as It 
Is popularly called here, and insures 
closer contnct between the cadet and 
instructor. When the cadets arrive at 
u Aylng Aeld from the ground school, 
where they have learned much of the 
theory of Aight, engine control and re- 
pair, radio, signaling and other kindred 
subjects, several of them are assigned 
to nn Instructor who stays with them 
until they are qunllAed In elemental 
Aying. They are then sent to the spe- 
cial schools for Anal work and train- 
ing in their particular line, ns pursuit, 
reconnaissance, artillery control, or 
bombing pilots. The old practice of 
giving a cadet so much time In fhe air 
under instruction and then turning him 
loose for his Arst solo Aight, in a “sink 
or swim" fashion, is being discontinued, 
and what is believed to be a more safe 
and sane system is being ndopted. 

Organization of forty air squadrons 
has been authorized. Four will be lo- 
cated at Houston, Tex., and 36, or a 
training brigade of three wings, on 
Long Island, N. Y. 

The base of this Long Island train- 
ing brigade, as now planned, will be 
Hnzelhurst Aeld, near Mineola. The 
squadrons will be quartered In groups 
of four or nine outlying Aelds. These 
squadrons are to serve under fleid con- 
ditions simulating, aa nearly aa prac- 
ticable, the conditions behind the lines 
In France. 

Information received by the clill- 
dren's bureau of the department of 
labor seems to Indicate that every- 
where In the United States children 
uro receiving less milk than they 
should have. Such decreases are un- 
doubtedly due In part to the high cost 
of milk. It Is the poorest families 
that luive been forced to make tlio 
greatest reduction in the amount of 
iiiilk purchased. But tliat reduction 
would perlinps not he so greut, the 
children's bureau says, If nil mothers 
fully realized the value of food lu the 
diet of their children. 

Milk has been culled the “perfect 
food.” Authorities ugree that it sup- 
plies the elements necessary to the 
growing child in the most digestible 
form. In spite of Its increasing cost. 

It supplies those elements also in the 
cheapest form. It is est limited thut, 
on the basis of its nutritive vulue, 
milk compared with steuk ut 40 cents 
a pound, and eggs at 48 cents u dozen, 
should he priced ut ubout 27% cents 
a quart. 

Workers for Children’s Year, to 
whom the wefghing uud measuring 
test for children under tive years of 
age Ims revealed how many children 
iu the United Stutes ure undeveloped 
as u result uf Improper diet, ure en- 
gaged iu camiuilgns to bring llie Im- 
portance of uiilk to the attention of 
mothers and to make It possible for 
them to procure enough milk to keep 
their children strong und well. Muny 
milk stations where mothers may re- 
ceive pure silk ut a nominal cost, or 
free, If they cannot afford to pay for 
it, have been established In counec- 
> lion with children's year work, uud 
public measures for ensuring a purs 
and adequate uiilk supply have been 
' undertaken In many communities, 
i Among these measures are the estah- 
i lUliineut of pusturizution plums, the 
' inspection of the milk supply, und the 
l passing of regulations controlling dis- 
tribution.

husk of us, all that Is the Inner kernel. 

Is being tested In these days. It la ns 
If there were a universal “wash" and 
only Hie "fast colors" In life and char- 
acter were coming out clenr nnd true. 

In all this the mothers and the fa- 
thers, the preachers nnd the touchers 
are a great factor. It Is the children 
who are the seed corn of the future; 

It is the hoys and girls of today that 
will have to endure the terrible re- 
actions of tills war nnd settle tlie prob- 
lems that will vex us for years after 
peace Is formally declared. Every man 
or woman who lends his money to the 
government In tills crisis protects the 
future of his children; makes It more 
certain that Amerlcn will never re- 
pudiate Its debts, hut pay them as It 
did after the Civil war, with a speed 
thnt gained the world’s npplnuse. 

All Put 8houldera to Wheel. 

The children are a definite factor In 
all our campaigns nowndnys. Boy 
Scouts, Junior Guards, Cntnp Fire 
Girls, school children, have nil put 
their shoulders to the wheel and In be- 
ing atf active part of the movement 
have grown in wisdom nnd understand- 
ing, self-denial and right use of their 
slender powers. These are our own 
Anierlcnn children, for the most part 
sheltered, not always Indeed from pov- 
erty, but at least from more terrible 
evils. Whenever I buy bonds or War 
Saving stamps or subscribe to the doz- 
en nnd one enuses forever knocking at 
the door, I long to give more nnd more 
because of the lives of women nnd chil- 
dren across the sous, innocent lives 
sacrificed to the relentless war god ! 
— mothers, potentlul and actual— the 
mothers who would have replenished 
the standing armies of tlie world — nnd 
blameless little children who were the 
hope of the future. 

Then let us work, sacrifice, give, in 
memory of their sufferings nnd the un- 
speakable anguish in which they 
groped and bled and starved to death. 

I do not speak of repaying slaughter 
with slaughter — vengeance Is the 
Lord’s part — I speak of giving ns if we 
were laying a "sprig of rosemary for 
remembrance” on those hundreds of 
little pitiful, uncoffined bodies, thut 
their more fortunate brothers und sis- 
ters may be saved, fed, clothed, shel- 
tered and educated.

High Percentage of IlKteracy in Various 
Parts of United States

The effort to recruit a large army and nary by 
conscription has brought home to the minds of the 
people the fact reported in the last United States 
census that 7.7 per cent of the people in the United 
States ten years of age and over are illiterates; that 
is, they are unable to write^ their own language. The 
different states of the Union vary widely in this respect, 
from Iowa with 1.7 per cent to Louisiana with 29 per 
cent; from the west North Central states with 2.9 per 
cent to the east South Central with 17.4 per cent. 
When the fact was announced that the regular army 
of the United States had been obliged to abandon its practice of rejecting 
all illiterate candidates for admission — a practice to which it had adhered 
for many years — the American people took notice of the general condition 
of the country with regard to illiteracy and the special condition of cer- 
tain states. When it appeared that B considerable percentage of the 
recruits accepted for the National army could receive no instruction except 
by word of mouth, the military and civil national authorities alike per- 
ceived that the so-called system of .American education was dependent 
ae to its results on local authorities which were often ignorant and short- 
sighted, and that neither the nation nor the state had any effective influ- 
ence on this all-important matter. 

The remedy for the high percentage of illiteracy in the United States 
is to be found in an increased interest of the state governments and the 
national government in public education. It clearly appears that it is 
not safe to leave to the local authorities of cities, towns and counties the 
exclusive charge of the elementary and secondary schools. It is an intense 
national interest in peace times and war times that all the people should 
be able to read, and to read the English language. It is for the United 
States to see to it that all the children of American, European, Asiatic or 
African stock lenrn to read, and in the English language. The national 
government will probably work through the states, as it has done in regard 
to instruction in agriculture and the mechanic arts, and the states will 
probably not need much new legislation in order to bring an effective 
influence to bear on counties and towns. It is for the universities and 
colleges of the country of all sorts to bring their influence to bear on 
public opinion in support of these new measures to extinguish illiteracy 
in the American democracy. A strong influence can be exerted through 
the college entrance examination board.

Overthrow monarchy and autocracy by force, through the combined 
action of all democratic governments, and the masses in every nation 
oppressed by despotic rulers. Send forth the universal cry of “liberty,” 
calling upon the people of all the nations of the earth to unite under the 
banner of universal liberty, asking theni to join the armi& of the United 
States, France, Italy, Portugal, Belgium and Great Britain, in order to 
force every king, emperor and czar off his throne, if now ruling hia 
people by the old archaic one-man system of absolutism, denying the 
people a direct representation in a parliament or congress of a representa- 
tive constitutional government, the ministry to be accountable to parlia- 
ment and not to a king or emperor, as in Prussia. 

Call upon the people everywhere to come out from under the bondage 
of war lords, dukes, princes and other rulers claiming the inherited right 
to govern, and join a triumphant international army fighting for liberty. 

The Hohenzollems have been a menace to Europe and to liberty since 
their earliest advent in Germany. They will continue to be a menace, 
not only to Europe but to the Americas and the world, unless extermi- 
nated, root and branch, for all time. It only requires a few hours’ study 
of history concerning central Europe to find this out. 

Back of this international army there must be formed and organized 
an international congress or parliament, composed of representatives from 
those free nations forming a league, in order to regulate and determine 
as to what actions should be taken in every case, and to issue the final 
decrees for action. Methodical and efficient physical aa well as moral 
force must be used to rid the world of imperial and autocratic dynasties. 
Instead of mobs and revolutions in single states seeking liberty, like 
France at the time of Louis XVI, and Russia at the time of Nicholas II, 
the people of all oppressed nations must call on this league to enforce 
liberty and free democratic systems of government. And it must inter- 
fere and change by force the existing tyrannical government and substi- 
tute • free republican method of government. 


Hone I* Healthiest of All Meat-Producing 
Animals, Barring Sheep

There have been several horse-meat markets legalized in this country 
and there will be more. After all that is said for and against eating 
horse meat we are obliged to admit that the objection is purely esthetic. 

The horse lives upon the cleanest cereals and succulent grasses and 
will die before he will drink stagnant water. The horse is the healthiest 
of all food-producing animals, barring possibly the sheep. The horse 
is practically immune to tuberculosis, while 9 per cent of hogs and 4 per 
cent of cattle under federal inspection are condemned as unfit for food. 
With a mortality from tuberculosis that is decimating the human family, 
oud in this country where less tlian half of the meat consumed is subject 
to any sort of inspection, we are facing a problem that must eventually 
be met by drastic measures. Horse meat is easily digestible, is whole- 
some and safe. 

In our large cities the high price of beef, pork and mutton has made 
their consumption almost prohibitive for the poor, while pneumonia, 
tuberculosis and other diseases stalk in the wake of the insufficiently nour- 
ished. We eat the cannibal whale and shark, oysters and turtle with noth- 
ing wasted, the brains, livers, lymph glands and intestines of cattle, sheep 
and hogs. Consistency demands that we do not object to the eating of 
horse meat by « hA^ who want it, in the interest of food conservation and 
winning the war. *

ON WNHjUESSES 

Kaiser’s Writers Prove to Bo 
Very Poor Prophets. 

THINK IN TRUE KULTUR VEIN 


Parseast Only Short and Marry War, 
at End sf Whleh Great Gorman 
Hosts Will Be Conquerors 
of ths World.

8peaklng of Germans — ns who la not 
these days I— a celebrated French poet, 
Jean Alcard, has hit upon a rather 
neat and happy figure of speech. In a 
long and eloquent poem about the war, 
after he has described how the Ger- 
man horde, coming "forward with 
God” as they put It, swept down on 
Paris, and has pictured them baffle*! 
and beaten by the miracle of the 
Marne, he farther recalls how— “hav- 
ing prepared themselves In France a 
terrier’s hole” — they 
Intrenched themselves therein, defeated, 
driven, hurled 

Back by the sword of France and scorned 
by all the world. 

And then what happened!! Let Ai- 
card tell It: 

There, In their filthy holes, their natural 
habitat. 

Ae lives the hunted boar, the crouching 
soldiers eat; 

And. ae a putrid pool exhales an evil 
smell. 

They poured their poisons forth straight 
from ths maw of hell, 

Defiled the blue of heaven and made the 
virgin air 

A party to the crime they perpetrated 
there. 

The choking gas that rose, mephitic, from 
their holes, 

Waa very like the breath and odor of 
their souls. 

The odor of their souls I The pres- 
ent writer must confess that this 
simile strikes him as a remarkably 
fit and appropriate one. 

Today we know only too well the 
odor of their souls, and we are deter- 
mined to send our men over to those 
holes In France, to disinfect them with 
the only serviceable untlseptlcs — the 
bayonet and the bullet Everything 
that keeps that odor strong in our nos- 
trils will be of help in the salvation 
of our country, since it will keep us 
firm in our determination to do or die. 

So one is Inclined to feel that Prof. 
H. C. Grumbine of Clark university, 
who has recently translated into very 
readable English the war poetry of 
France and Germany, has done this 
country a patriotic service. Professor 
Grumbine knows that nowhere are the 
Ideals of a nation more dearly re- 
vealed than In Its literature, and he 
adds that literature In ita purest form 
Is poetry. 8o he has gone to the poets 
of the two edbntrlea to discover what 
was In their minds in the early days of 
the war. With an ardent desire to be 
fair, be has not chosen verses which 
prove any particular point for him, 
but has sought to confine himself to 
the leading and the representative 
bards. In Germany such men as Su- 
dermann. Llssauer, and Herzog; In 
France, Boutrel and Alcard, the for- 
mer a laureate and the latter a mem- 
ber of the French academy. And hav- 
ing translated the verses of these men 
he has drawn some logical and illu- 
minating conclusions regarding the 
German god and the French god, the 
German soul and the soul of the 
French. r , 

Grumblne*s Deductions. 

Let us glance for a moment over 
Professor Grumblne's shoulder at the 
translations be has made ; then briefly 
let ns consider his conclusions. If the 
mutter strikes you, dear reader, as 
academic and— dreud word — literary, 
be assured that it wlU not be treated 
here in either academic or literary 
fushlon. Professor Grumbine opens 
the door for you, and you wander with 
him through that dark hinterland — the 
German mind; he leads you on to the 
heights where the French thinker sits. 

When, much to the surprise of 
everybody in Germany, war wss de- 
clared the German soldier immediate- 
ly rushed to bis locker, where every- 
thing was ready for him, Including a 
canteen filled with fresh water. Simul- 
taneously the German poet rushed to 
bis fountain pen which — God and the 
kaiser forgot nothing — was also filled, 
not with water, but with a venomous 
liquid that flowed red, like blood. This 
war has reminded us that It Is not the 
man who fights In the field who is the 
true master of bate and bitterness; It 
Is the highly educated and cultured 
thinker at home who screums loudest 
and foams most freely at the lips. 

If the German poets bad been for a 
moment at a losa aa to what view to 
take of tbe war, of course the German 
government would have aet them right 
(There waa that nalvs newapaper In 
Munich which at the atart pleaded 
pathetically for the government to 
“take charge of public opinion.") One 
could fancy some such advertisement 
In the Berlin papers: "German poets 
will call at the Wllhelmatraaae be- 
tween two and four on Thursday to 
secure their points of view on the 
war." However, It la improbable the 
German poeta needed any Instruction. 
They thought about tbe war Just what 
the kaiser wanted them to think, what 
be and his kind had been training the 
whole German nation, poets Included, 
for 40 years, to think. They greeted 
the catastrophe with a mighty cry, n 
cry partly of hate for Germauy’a ene- 
mies, partly of Joy that now at last 
Germany’s hour had struck. Wrote 
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thus one rnlhuslnstlc Gorman bnrd: 
Hurrah: lllp, hurrah! Awnv with all 
labor! 

I* la war' Woo.ly war! Ctot your rlfia 
and anber! 

This hlp lmrrnh greeting for Moody 
war wns chnrneterlstle of moat of the 
onrly wnr poetry, The pools, unfortu- 
nately, wore not prophot a. Tho Mood 
which they viewed In prospect was to 
flow mostly from the bodies of the con- 
temptible foe. Germany, marching 
with God, was Invincible. A short war 
and a merry one, and nt the end tho 
great Germnn hosts conquerors of tho 
world 1 If they could have foreseen 
then the long and wenry rond ahead, 
the hip-hurrah note might have been 
mingled even more freely with tho 
venom and hate the balked and beaten 
monster feels for those who Btand la 
his way. 

Whsrt God Stands. 

One lookn In vain In this output of 
Germnn poetry for a note of abhor- 
rence of wnr, a question as to whether 
or not this Is God's way for settling 
disputes. There Is no question ns to 
where God stands, he rides on the Gcr- 
man sheila, directs the Zeppelin, greets 
Joyoualy the submarine, chuckles with 
delight that his chosen people have In 
their hands the weapons whereby to 
Impose their will — which Is hts will — 
on the world. More of this peculiar 
German god anon. Through thl8 wel- 
ter of harsh German poetry runs only 
a roar of delight In Germnn strength, a 
great satisfied sigh that now nt last 
the world la to feel that strength. 

Here and there, as though by way of 
afterthought, there Is a bit of camou- 
flage as to who started the war. Be- 
fore going on to picture the downfall 
of the enemy one bard pauses to re- 
mark: 

Wart Wart Awake! The French have 
crossed the Rhine, 

And Cossacka swarm upon our eastern 
line. 

These obvlons lies are not dwelt on, 
however. Probably not even the poet 
expected anybody to believe them. 
They were Just thrown In as a sop to 
the diplomats nt the Wilhelmstranse. 
Public opinion, which had been taken 
charge of by the authorities, wns "ver- 
boten” to forget these things. And It 
was added, In faint voice here and 
there : "We did not wish this wnr." 

One is reminded, by way of aside, of 
the excellent Australian cartoon which 
pictured the kaiser sitting, head In 
hands, In the company of the crown 
prince. “I did not want this war." 
“No,” says tbe crown prince in n lucid 
moment, “It wns quite a different war 
you wanted, wasn’t It, papa?” 

But coming back to the poets, It may 
be said that while at rare Intervals 
they remembered to make a note of 
the fact that the war wns a complete 
and unpleasant surprise to Germuny, 
their whole attitude was that now that 
It had come, they were delighted. They 
dreamed of blood, they sang of it At 
lust the weapons Germnny had been 
fondling so long were to find a mark. 
Rudolf Herzog wrote a dainty llttlo 
thing, urging the soldiers on — he wao 
evidently somewhere In the rear him- 
self— and the refrain of each verso 
ran: 

What though ths earth of hell bs full. 
Our steel shall cleave the foeman's skull. 

Such was the picture that Inspired 
the frenzied poets, the gentlemen of 
the pen. A soul-satlsfylng, delectable 
picture of German steel deep In the 
foeman’s skull, while rich, delicious 
blood wns everywhere. 

England With the Allies. 

While they were In the midst of gory 
composition, their eyes In a fine frenzy 
rolling, England entered the war oa 
the side of the allies. This wns dis- 
tinctly verboten, and It upset the Ger- 
man plan horribly. Englnnd wns to 
stand aside until Russia and France 
were annihilated, and then be wiped 
out In her turn. Anyone who has ever 
been In Germany knows the fury of a 
German whose system Is upset Imme- 
diately the rond poets grew madder 
yet, and the recipient of nil their poi- 
soned darts was poor old England. 
The anger of a German when thlnga 
are going an he wished Is not a pretty 
thing, but the anger of the same man 
when thi ng s are going wrong Is enough 
to make God tremble. 

In this dark hour when all Germany 
was sputtering with a fury so terrible 
It seemed words could not be found to 
express It, Herr Ernst Llssauer came 
forward and earned the nation's grati- 
tude by penning his famous "Hymn 
of Hate." In our country we are all 
fumlllar with this dainty little thing, 
which ends: 

To. what care we for French or Rum? 

It's a shot for a shot when they shoot 
at us. 

We flsht our battles with bronze and 
ateel 

And when we atop wo shall see you knoell 
It's you ws hate with a lasting hate— 

Nor will wo abate one tittle of hate* 
Hate by water and hate by land. 

Hate of tha head and hate of the hand. 
Hate of artisan, hate of king, 

Hate which seventy millions fling; 

One lova they know, one hate they know. 
They know but one, one only foe: 

England! 

Little Ernst, groping around In tbo 
mudhouse, seems to have fouud words 
that pretty well express his ineuulng. 
In fact, he seems to have put across la 
fairly effective shape the Idea tliut the 
Germans don't care much for the Eng- 
lish, whichever way you look at 1L 
But If be hated before, what most 
have been his fury at the reception bla 
outbreak got In England? Instead of 
cowering in fear, a laugh went up from 
the British Isles that wus heard round 
the world. The Tommies lu tho 
trenches, treated to a German con- 
cert, shouted across : “Slug us a comic 
song — slug us the 'Yum of Hyte.' " And 
It Is recorded iu Boyd Cable's "Be- 
tween the Lines” that .Cockney regi- 
ments, to while away idle hours, havo 
been known to sing variations : 

Hyte of the *eart and hyte of the 'and 
*Oo do we hyte to bet the band: 

lUnglsad? 

Which is very cruel of them, and «R> 
tlrely beyond tbe comprehension of thR 
raging foe.

Mr. Editor: 

Last Sunday afternoon, wife and 
I made a visit to Mount -Hope ceme- 
tery, and what a charming day for 
a walk and what a beautiful place 
to make the goal of a sauntering! 
One could intrude upon smooth 
streets, an Infrequent boon to the 
wary pedestrian because gasoline con- 
sumers were ubsent. and peace was 
in the lantL 

South Weymouth lacks a public 
park of any pretensions, and it cer- 
tainly ia at times a real deprivation. 
Note the difficulty in finding a hall 
field, when that same was more pop- 
ular and better matiaaed. True wo 
(have the open Rates of Ihc Fair 
Grounds, and the scenic setting there 
1 b not unhandsome; but. there is the 
smell of stables (whether the deni- 
zens thereof can foot it at two min- 
ute* or not), and the fenced enclos- 
ure gives one a cramped and con- 
fined feeling. At the same time the 
grove of pines is* soothing, the bor- 
der of wood and hills attractive, and 
If one can ignore the dilapidation anil 
listen to the birds, the impression is 
comforting. 

But Mount Hone cemetery can, by 
a slight stretch of the imagination, 
be thought of as the real park of the 
village, made so by a policy of man- 
agement which has grassed nearly 
the whole expanse, and given it an 
inviting appearance for a stroll and 
examination. .Considering* the small 
force 'available this summer the turf 
has been remarkably well cared for. 
One may pass among the lots, now 
only indefinitely outlined, and with- 
out thought of desecration make the 
xoassetary * olaee of reatfulneaa. .... 

**■ Of course It would not be proper 
(or children to gambol among the 
stones, or be too noisily obtrusive 
anywhere, out ot respect for the hon- 
ored dead: but one might approprl- 
atelv take lunch upon a grassy bank, 
and spend the day In a healthful out- 


ing. with the trees making an agree- 
able shade and the river gurgling 
by. , , 

Sometime we hope the central de- 
pression in the landscape will be con- 
verted into a tiny lake, with curbing 
round about, and waterfowl swimming 
and diving in the pool; that would 
seem to be the logical excuse for 
the natural dip between the hills. 

But last Sunday it was a surprise 
to note barely a half dozen visitors 
right at that pleasant hour when af- 
ternoon and evening blend, near the 
end of a perfect day when influences 
seemed to tend toward pedestrianism. 

Can it be possible that this com- 
munity does not appreciate such a 
bit of nature and industry right at 
its borders? — or is it that the public 
i« not aware or the goqd work Sup- 
erintendent -Nathan Bates has achiev- 
ed with the small means at his dis- 
posal? Whatever the reason, the 
province of this writing i s to serve 
as a respectful reminder. 

It might sound boastful to repeat 
the outside comment, that Mount 
Hope is one of the best looking cenie* 
teries in the commonwealth. Prime 
enjoyment of a visit there should not 
be by way of comparison, but to get 
away from commonplaces and satis- 
fy a normal longing - for a free and 
expansive area wherein to dally and 
be refreshed. 

It were neglect not to speak of the 
notable installation of monuments in 
the newer part, and how well they 
look upon the unwithered lawn, with 
the gorgeous display of hydrangeas 
for a background. The view from 
the sputh end ot this procession of 
ovellness dpjw Ik* to the giver 
is a wonderful one: the hill of the 
older part is very sightly, and not 
thp least of the points of prospect Is 
the outlook toward South Weymouth 
village, with the dark bank of foliage 
and the steepleB emerging therefrom.

If you keep bees, count yourself for- 
tunnte In those days of sugar strin- 
gency. The bees cun provide you with 
one of the best of the sugar substi- 
tutes, nnd will make It possible for 
you to Indulge your taste for sweets 
without hurting your conscience. With 
honey to supplement the limited sugar 
supply, the two pounds per person per 
month becomes a liberal allowance. 

Not only Is the honey useful to eat 
as such, either strained, in the comb, 
or candled, but it lends Itself to vari- 
ous combinations that make It practi- 
cable to use in place of sugar. 

Baked fruit, such as whole apples 
with the cores removed; baked whole 
peaches, or cooked dried fruit are very 
good sweetened with honey In place of 
sugar. Preserves or marmalades may 
alBo be made with honey. Apple or 
pear preserves made by the following 
recipe are very good: 

Honey Preserves. 

S quarts apples or 1 teaspoonful dn- 
peors cut Into n&mon 
small pieces 1 cupful vlnsgar 
t cupfuls honey 

Heat the honey, vinegar, and cinna- 
mon together and cook the pieces of 
fruit a few at a time In the sirup until 
they become transparent. Pour over 
all the sirup which remains after all 
the fruit Is cooked. 

Honey may also be used la cake 
making or for sweetening Ice cream, 
custards or puddings, and In cake and 
cookie making. In substituting honey 
for sugar you will get good results If 
you will follow your old recipes, sub- 
stituting a cupfnl of honey for a cup- 
ful of sugnr and using one-fourth less 
of whatever liquid the recipe requires. 

8oft Honey Custard. 

2 cupfuls milk 1-t cupful honey 

| egg yolks to teaspoonful salt 

Ml* the honey, eggs and salt. Scald 
the milk und pour It over the eggs. 
Cook In a double boiler until the mix- 
ture thickens. 

This custard Is suitable for use In 
place of cream or gelatin desserts or 
to be. poured over sliced oranges or 
stewed fruit. 

Here are some cakes and cookies 
making use of honey for sweetening 
that have been tested and found good, 
gome soda Is added In most cases be- 
cause of the slight acidity of honey.

When manufacturers began casting 
Obout for other fabrics than wool for 
new models In separate skirts, they ex- 
perimented with several varieties of 
alike. Soft satins, trlcolet and silk 
poplin were among them. Probably 
the last, the old, familiar silk poplin. 
In weaves showing satin stripes and 
cross bars. Is destined to as rnucb 
success as any other. We can wear 
It with a clear conscience — It Is not 
among the things needed for the army 
— and 'at the rate that wool Is going 
we will hare to look to silk to reduce 
the high cost of dressing. 

Nearly all skirts are moderate in 
width and gathered or shirred to the 
wuist. In the striped silks the stripes 
are old style made so that they run 
around the figure, horizontally, or are 
vertical. In girdles, made of the same 
silk as the skirt, oue may choose be- 
tween wide or narrow ones und huve 
them with or without susli ends. Very 
wide, crushed girdles have many ad- 
mirers and many skirts huve wide 
pockets — especially urnoug the fancy 
pluids and vAde striped models in 
sport skirts. 

There are some lovely skirts in soft 
black satin. Some of them are made 
with long, loose side i*uuels ending in 
wide black silk fringe at the bottom. 
Others have panels at the back and 
front finished with wide fringe, with 
three-tier tunics at the side thut make 


them with or without sush ends. Very 
soft girdles are chosen for these skirts. 

The model pictured Is made of dark 
gray silk poplin, with satin stripes 
thut ruu horizontally. The odd pointed 
pockets are made separately and are 
suspended from the crushed girdle in 
which the stripes run vertically, as 
they do In the pockets. In plaid ma- 
terials there is often a short, pluln 
yoke, cut on the bias, that fits smooth- 
ly about the hips, und the skirt is 
shirred to this. A sash may be added 
finished at the left side with u loop 
uud pointed end of the silk.

Of course, It Is reasonably certain 
that we are thinking of something, 
but linve our thoughts the slightest 
connection with the message our flag 
Is carrying to the enemy? 

We obediently arise with the first 
sonorous note of the anthem and we 
remain standing till the end. We have 
learned, or we are learning, to “face 
the music” more or less nt attention, 
and we are developing the conviction 
that It Is an offense to chatter while 
the strains of our war song, perhaps 
our death song, fill our ears. But are 
wo thinking of “The Star-Spangled 
Banner?" 

Or are we silently urging the mu- 
sicians to hurry up and be done with 
It so that we may resume an Inter- 
rupted occupation? Are we Impa- 
tiently waiting to take up a broken 
conversation; a game of bridge; the 
telling of a story; the rending of a 
newspaper; the liberal art .of criti- 
cizing the war department, the navy 
or the administration; or, what la 
Infinitely more Incompatible, exploit- 
ing the hateful efficiency of the foe? 
Pay Rsspset to tho Flag* 

We sit In public places, and we 
arise because we are In public places. 
We suspend for the moment our phy- 
sical Interests, and we look about us 
to see If other people are doing the 
same.' Some of us get up grudgingly 
and stand ns we happen to hnve been 
sitting, with our backs to the music; 
some of us go on knitting; others of 
us continue to keep our hands In our 
pockets and our cigars In our mou\hs ; 
others think that nothing more Is re- 
quired of them thnn the lowering of 
the voice to an undertone; others con- 
sider a bland expression of resigna- 
tion to be efficient; and some fall 
Into an attitude of tolerant submis- 
siveness. There Is little or no evi- 
of exaltation, no sign of an 
Inward thrill, no suggestion of a pro- 
found emotion. The beautiful. In- 
spiring concentration of thought that 
attends the “Marseillaise" Is lacking; 
the full-hearted sensation that glori- 
fies “Rule Britannia” is absent; even 
the fervor of the Teuton as symbolized

dltton cf our war song. 

Why should we not think, or even 
pray, as the French, the English and 
the Germans think and pray while 
their song of hope Is being sounded? 

“The Star-Spangled Banner" Is our 
battle song. It goes Into the thick of 
the fight with our flag and our boys. 
It emphasizes our hopes, our aims, 
our longings ; and of what are we 
thinking — we who stny at home- 
while Its strains are falling upon our 
ears? Are we, so to speak, playing 
the game? 

Beginning of Our Prayer. 

Why shouldn’t we, one and all, 
great and small, think alike for as 
long as five minutes In each day? Let 
there be but one thought, one prayer, 
while the hymn is ringing. From one 
end of this great lund to the other 
let this be the beginning of our prayer 
the Instant the hand strikes op “The 
Star-Spangled Banner:” 

“God be with our flag and our sol- 
diers and our arms wherever they 
may be !" 

And let this he the end of oar de- 
vout, Intensified prayer as the last 
note dies awuy: 

“God give us victory 1" 

Not perfunctorily, not as a matter 
of duty, hut with our hearts In It, our 
nerves aqulver, our eyes glowing with 
the fire of enthusiasm. 

One thought, one prayer In • hun- 
dred million minds! 

Every heart full, every mind Intent 
as we face the enemy! For, after 
all. this Star-Spangled Banner of ours 
Is facing the foe in a far-off land, and 
there Is no other direction In which 
we may look. 

Our men go with the banner to the 
music of guns ; we stand at home and 
face, not the guns, but a group of 
fiddlers! Our thoughts, our prayers, 
nevertheless should be the same as 
theirs. Our silent prayer, however, 
brief, should be for victory. Let us 
always utter It, one and all, while 
“The Star-Spangled Banner" Is Ming 
played.

Ltt Us Eat Flah. 

The variety of fish Is legion and 
only the limitations of shipping re- 
strict us from all kinds. Those who 
live near the sea const have a large i 
choice, while the Inland dweller may 
have a limited number. They are very ' 
good. 

Some fish are best baked, others 
breaded nnd fried, while others are 
best broiled or boiled. 

Jtllled Fish. 

Take two pounds of any large steak 
fish, two cupfuls of strained tomatoes, 
one teaspoonful of onion Juice, a tea- ' 
spoonful of salt, half a teaspoonful 
of table sauce, six stuffed olives, one 
hard cooked egg. three tablespoonfuls 
of granulated gelatin and six thin 
slices of lemon. Cook the fish In three 
cupfnls of boiling water for 20 min- 
utes. Remove the fish and return the t 
stock to the fire ; reduce to one pint by < 
boiling. Strain, add tomatoes, oulon 
and seasoning. Cover the gelatin ( 
with two tablespoonfuls of water, then 
add to the boiling stock. Remove the { 
skin and bones from the fish, break It , 
Into flakes and put It Into a mold or ; 
bowl rlosed with cold water. Cut the I 
lemon, egg and olives In thin slices, 1 
put around the edge of the bowl, then 1 
slowly pour In the mixture. Set In a 1 
cold place until firm; then turn out 
on a chop plate that has been Hoed : 
with shredded lettuce. Garnish with t 
lemon and a few rings of stuffed , 
olives. 8 erve with tartars sauce or « 
salad dressing.

Deviled Fish. 

Cover three to four pounds of fish 1 
with boiling water, add one email on- . 
ion and one tablespoonful of salt; boll ( 
for 25 minutes. Take from the water; 
when cooled, pick the fish, discarding j 
the bones and skin. Put Into a bowl i 
and add the sance, mixing well; put t 
Into ramekins, sprinkle with bread i 
crumbs ; place the dishes In hot water ' 
and bake for 15 minutes. Sauce — Put 1 
three tablespoonfuls of flour and two . 
of butter in a saucepan; cook until 
smooth, then add one and a half cup- 
fuls of milk, two tablespoonfuls of , 
chopped parsley, a tablespoonful of 
oulon Juice, the same of salt, one- i 
fourth of a teaspoonful of pepper and . 
one-half teaspoonful of dry mustard. 
Cook all together for five minutes ; then 
It la ready to serve with the fish. 

Crab Salad. 

Line a bowl with shredded lettuce 
and put four cupfuls of crab meat In 
the center, cover with well-seasoned 
mayonnaise. Garnish with a cupful 
of sliced pickles. 8 prinkle with ! 
chopped green pepper, capers or 
stuffed olives. 

California Women on Farms 
Successfully Execute Work 
Formerly Left to Their Men 

Four hundred and sixty-five “farm- 
erettes" were sent out from the south- 
ern California branch of the woman’* 
land service at Los Angeles from May 
1 to July 17, last, to aid California 
ranchers In their efforts to Increase the 
country’s food supply. Nearly all of 
these have remained In the service, 
and as proof that these young women 
are capably filling the places of men 
called Into the army or other activities 
connected with the war, It was pointed 
out at the headquarters of the service 
that many of their requests for help 
came from ranches near those to which 
units had previously been sent 
Volunteers In the woman’s land army 
sent out from Los Angeles Include 
teachers, stenographer*, saleswomen, 
waitresses and school girls. Most of 
them have been employed In gathering 
and preparing for market deciduous 
fruits. Activities of others have In- 
cluded driving tractors, dairying, plant- 
ing tomatoes, harvesting various crops 
and making hay. 

The dairy Industry has taken large 
dairies near Los Angeles, women hav- 
ing largely replaced men as milker*. 
Of the first units sent to the dairies 
only a few of the young women had 
milked before, and most of them were 
unaware that there la a “wrong" as 
well as a “right" aide to a cow until 
they had been kicked over by out- 
raged animals.

h bark home. In the cast wind I 
would get cold and dir. In time you 
don't mind t ho hardurss of the lifo ; 
vou grow used to It. 

You know you n< oplc always have 
beans for Saturday nltrht. I have 
had them Saturday oil the time for 
ouite a while, hut now there are a 
few week davs with those Saturdays 
The food is fine now. Sometimes we 
are In places where we could not 
have different things, but whatever 
we have, we take and make the best 
of everything. No one finds fault. 

You may want to know if I have 
seen anv dead Germans. Yes. I saw 
three In a ditch, three or four feet 
long, and they looked as though they 
were sitting in each other’s laps. A 
lot of us felt Just like, well I don’t 
know what we would like to do. but 
tfhev were dead. We knew they 
could not harm us. 

I have been near the front: in 
fact so near that the big gun* sound- 
ed as though they would drop a shell 
right on our camp. We had a few 
air raids, but no damage to our Com- 
pany. I saw two planes shot down 
and was glad they belonged to the 
Hutfs. I saw a fleet of them one 
day. so high they looked like birds. 
Those fellows are bold. They will 
fly right down where our boys are 
in the trenches and fly right up 
again. Our aviators are going to 
German towns, and by reports they 
are doing more damage than have 
Huns done to the French towns. I 
can say that our boys have gained 
back a lot of French land, and are 
on the go now. They stop for noth- 
ing that faces them, but just smash 
along until they get where they 
want to go. They ore going to do 
so until they get to Berlin, and it 
won’t be long before they will be 
there. Even strong cement trenches 
which they are up against they go 
over Just as easy as a dam does be- 
fore a strong current of water. You 
can understand that writing all right. 
We are here to go ahead, and we 
have gone, and are on the way all 
the time. There is no pushing back 
our bovs at all. 

You folks at home do not know 
how much land the French and Am- 
ericans have gained the last month, 
but I have been over some parts of 
it. and know it’s a whole lot I am 
on an auto truck, and will be driv- 
ing soon, will relieve the regular 
driver. If a shell hits the truck, 
good night Henry. I do not think of 
that part. I am doing my bit. I 
say — we are going to win, and I 
am going back, and you will see me 
il God is willing for mo to do so. 

We sire not allowed to have any- 
thing sent us that we can get here. 
We have tobacco given now and then, 
and it seems good to have it. I do 
not have much time to write letters, 
and do not want you people to feel 
bad if you do not hear from me. 
There are so many things to do, I 
do well if I find time to wash my 
clothes. Wish you’d tell my folks 
at home I wrote them the other night 
and think it will cheer them. It is 
hard to have the trip from home, hut 
Just think if they were over there 
■and had blown down every house 
and store from the Main street over 
to Weymouth or East or South or ■ 
North — and you walked down tlosc 
streels and saw the conditions and 
rubbish. Wouldn't it make you feel 
had. and you Just bet you would do 
anything you could to bring such 
things to a close. Well that is the 
wav these poor people have got it. j 
«and they are driven out of their , 
homes to sleep and eat where there 1 
is safety. After the whole thing is 
over they go back, those not killed, 
and try to find what was theirs. 
Then they have to sleep in that fall- 
en down house, the best place they 
can find, and no doubt they are 
heartbroken with all those conditions 
on their shoulders. They give an 
American a good smile when they , 
see one. The first place where we j 
landed the little children sang that 
song — "Hail. Hall, the Gang's All 
Here and What the Hell do We Care ■ 
Now." Ttaev must have learned It 
from some of our boys going through 
the town, and they would stand 
near u« as we marched by and put 
their hands out and Just touch us 
as we marched by. The older folks 
stood In the doorwavs and gave a 
nod of their heads. All those things 
I could not help noticing. And It f 
made me think of what I was apt to 
see wherever I went In this country. 
Before 1 left I was ordered not to 
tell when we were to leave or where 
we were going but vou can tell I am j 
in France, well and happy in being 
able to do my bit for Uncle Sam. 
This Is a long letter, and I want 
vou both to write me. even if I can 
not write often. Must go to dinner. 
Hope everyone is well in your ’home 
and mine also. I remain as ever. — a | 
soldier boy.

These beans can be saved for 
seed or used for baking next winter. 

It is time to harvest the potatoes 
If the vinos are nearly dead.

Sunday. June 30. | 
With the Colors, | 

Sunday, the last day of June, finds t 
me enclosed in a Pullman, hurrying i 
across t lie State of Nebraska. We 
are due in Omaha late tonight thus 
completing the first half of the trip 
across the continent. 

Will take up where 1 left off with | 
my letter of yesterday. Was just on i 
verge of turning in when wo -had a ! 
noisy stop at Rawlins, and greetings 
by a good-sized crowd. After leav- 
ing this station I did turn in, and 
must have slept soundly, because the 
boys tell of a stop at Laramie after 
midnight. Here we passed train 
number one. The Sanitary Train is 
in two sections, the 364th Ambulance 
Corps being in the second. They 
stopped due to a slight breakdown. 

Was anxious to be up early to see 
Cheyenne. Wyo., where we were due 
early. Awoke at 6 o'clock, but the 
train had already come to a stop. 
We all staved aboard. Were over an 
hour at the station. Section number 
one caught up and started out ahead. 
A train that, was following us was 
also allowed to pass ahead. 

Our next stop, the first one in 
Nebraska, was Sidney, where we all 
got out Tor morning drill exercise and 
a hike. 

At Cheyenne I secured a Denver 
paper (instead of the one I had 
guessed) which gave us the latest 
news — the good news from the bat- 
tle front of Europe. Reading this, 
and shaving, and gazing at the land- 
scape has seemed to make the time 
vo very quickly, as It is now after 
5 P. M. 

We did stop at Just one other sta- 
tion in the State of Colorado. — Jules- 
burg, which is a Junction. We then 
iourneyed back into Nebraska, and 
the next stop was North Platte, Just 
before we crossed a river of the 
same name, a tributary of the Mis- 
souri. I believe. 

As it is the last day of the month, 
we had muster roll next to the 
station. Then a brief hike through 
the principal streets. The place 
makes a good showing with substan- 
tial brick business blocks. The town 
reminded me ven* much of Colton 
or San Bernardino. California. The 
further East we get. we notice the 
receptions are a little less cordial. 

Spent most of the evening Just 
; gazing out of the window at the 
varying Nebraska landscape — large 
fields of grain: farm house in the 
midst of trees. We have been fol- 
lowing the Lincoln highway for many 
miles. In this way the time goes 
rapidly, and Sunday has quickly 
passed. 

We reached Omaha at midnight. 
Turned in and was asleep before we 
left. Could see hut little of the 
city. Everything fine and dandy; 
Having a great trip.

Monday. July 1. 1918. 

The first day of July. It hardly 
seems possible. My how the time 
does slip along. Each minute, hour 
and mile brings me nearer to you all. 
which of course is very cheery, end 
makes me feel fine. The trip has 
been great, the eats above complaint, 
quarters O. K. Had a good sound 
sleep last night. When I awoke 
around 7 o’clock we were rattling 
( along at a lively speed. Our first 
Scop was at Marshalltown. Iowa, a 
nvw state you see. utar to Cedar 
Rapids.

We passed field after field of corn 
in Iowa, apd topography more like 
New England than any other state I 
have vet passed through. It seems 
as if 1 was home already. Not a

Little 
reading and writing, and zipp. the 
I forenoon ia gone. 

About noon. 12.30. we reached our 
last stop in Iowa. Clinton, on the 
banks of the Mississippi river. Here 
for the first time the Red Cross met 
us as a body, and distributed coffee, 
two sandwiches and cookie# apiece.

This is a good time of year to 
set out apple and pear trees, as well 
as berrv pushes. There seems to be 
an increasing demand for small fruits* 
and room can be found in almost 
every garden for a smoll raspberry 
and blackberry patch.

It is not conservation to buy 
what you do not need of fruit or 
vegetables, or to tease mother into 
buying new Jars, when there are un- 
used ones on hand. 

Next week I shall pass on to you 
some of the nice things that have 
I been said of your work. It isYOUll 
work.

Much Depends on Method of Changing 

From Summer Quarters — Special 
Attention Should Be Given to 
Making Hens Comfortable. 

Pullets that were hutched early last 
spring and developed properly during 
the summer should begin laying In Oc- 
tober. These are the pullets thnt 
should he selected now to make up 
the flock that Is to produce eggs next 
winter. Whether they continue to lay 
nevt naatoD whoa eggs are high la 
price depends upon the way they are 
fed and the method of chunging them 
from summer conditions to their win- 
ter quarters. At this season these 
are the questions thnt should receive 
the attention of every poultry raiser^ 

It Is desirable that pullets be In the 
houses they are to occupy during the 
winter three or four weeks before they 
are expected to begin lnylng. How- 
ever, If pullets are on good range they 
should not De deprived of this, and 
may be removed to their winter quar- 
ters when good range becomes scarce. 
The change should then be made gen- 
tly and curefully, nnd special attention 
given to making the hens comfortable 
and contented In their new home. If 
this Is done the transfer will have only 
n slight effect on their egg production. 

Give Pullets Good Start. 

Gentle handling nnd good treatment 
will go n long way toward offsetting 
the unfavorable effects of moving pul- 
lets. whether the change to permanent 
winter quarters Is made before or after 
winter laying begins. Rapid and rough 
handling should be avoided. A little 
extra time nnd care in moving pullets 
carefully makes a difference of weeks, 
und sometimes months, in egg produc- 
tion, The new home should be cleun, 
the floor covered with litter, all nests 
nnd feeding nnd water equipment 
reudy for use. A feed of grain should 
he scattered in the litter and a drink- 
ing vessel filled with water before the 
transfer Is made. 

When hens are to be changed from 
one house to another It Is best to move 
them after dark. If only u few birds 
ure to be removed und the distance Is 
short, they inay be carried two at a 
time, not by the feet, with their heads 
hanging down, but resting In a sitting 
position on the attendant’s hand and 
wrist. When a large number of birds 
are to be transferred a convenient box 
or coop may be used. The birds should 
not be overcrowded and should be 
placed In und removed from the box 
gently. 

Laying hens should get a great part 
of their feed by foraging. When 
housed In winter quarters the best sub- 
stitute for this Is to make them scratch 
for the grain In clean litter scattered 
about the floor. The hens will thus 
get the necessary exercise which is 
essential for good egg production. If 
hens ure placed In winter quarters 
from free ruuge they should be liber- 
ally supplied with vegetable feed, 
which ut this time can be easily ob- 
tained from the garden. In fact, lay- 
ing hens should have vegetable or 
green feeds as much as possible 
throughout the winter. This makes It 
possible to feed grain heavily to pro- 
mote good egg production and yet keep 
the birds In the beat of physical con* 


grent Importance, nnd should be care- 
fully considered, for on It depends to 
a large extent not only the general 
henlth of the birds, hut also the econ- 
omy which promotes success. It Is a | 
subject, however, which should he 
studied with u large amount of com- 
mon sense, for there are no hard and 
fast rules which can he laid down ns 
applying to every case. The price of ! 
feeds nnd the general environment 
should be considered In determining j 
the right rations. 

Profit in Winter Eggs. 

For the largest profit n good propor- 
tion of the eggs should be secured dur- 
ing the winter. If two extra eggs per 
week can be obtained from each hen 
a good profit will be made, while if 
the product Is Increased by only one 
egg per week in winter, this one egg 
will pay for all the feed the hen eats. 
To obtain tills greater production not 
only should the fowls be young and 
of a good laying breed, but the feeder 
should have a full knowledge of the 
proper feed nnd Its preparation. 

The nutriment In the feed of laying 
hens serves a twofold purpose — to re- 
pair waste and furnish heat to the 
body and to supply the egg-making ma- 
terials. As only the surplus over what 
Is needed for the body Is available for 
egg production, the proper feeds should 
he fed In sufficient quantities to Induce 
this production. 

In supplying feed to fowls there ure 
three kinds of constituents which 
should be present In certain fairly 
well fixed proportions If the desired re- 
sults are to be obtained most econom- 
ically. These constituents are min- 
eral, nitrogenous und carbonaceous, all 
of which are contained In corn, wheat, 
oats and barley, but not In the right 
proportions to give the greatest egg 
yield* In addition some animal feed 
nnd green feed should be supplied.

Don't Waste Food. 

Not all of the early-hatched pullets 
will make good winter layers. An early- 
hatched pullet that Is undersize at this 
season will never make a good hen. A 
late-hatched pullet that is well grown 
und developed ut the time of selecting 
the birds which are to make up the 
winter laying flock gives better prom- 
ise than the poorly developed, early- 
hutched pullet. If proper care Is given i 
it should begin laying In midwinter. 
Don’t wuste feed on uny except the 
promising pullets. They should have 
good care und good feed at ull stages. 
It is impossible to grow pullets care- 
lessly und on short rations until they j 
reach the age when they should be 
full-grown und mature, and then bring 
them forward quickly by a short course 
of good management. The pullet that 
Is worth keeping an a layer Is worth 
good care und fall rations all the time. 
One that Is not considered worth keep- 
ing should be eaten or marketed. On- 
demised birds will sot pay for the 
(nod they eat dwlnf

sumers of hard coal in your community, arc likely, this winter, 
to be limited to two-thirds of their orders, now authorized for 
delivery, and that in mapping out their coal saving program 
during the winter months they should reduce consumption of 
hard coal in their homes to the two-thirds. 

Please instruct your coal dealers that they should prepare, 
at once, to deliver wood to consumers who have filed applica- 
tions for deliveries of hard coal. 

Dealers in your community must not, unless and until you 
have been directly authorized by us, be permitted to deliver, 
beyond the two-thirds. Moreover, further deliveries in excess 
of six tons will not be authorized to any consumer who cannot 
establish to the satisfaction of his local fuel committee that he 
has used wood as a hard coal substitute to an extent that is 
reasonable, and consistent with the requirements of the situa- 
tion that exists in his community.

That our local Fuel Commission lias done and is doing, 
everything possible to secure for Weymouth an adequate sup- 
ply of coal, is evident to anyone who has followed the case. It 
is a wonder that the individual members have been willing so 
long to use their best efforts, for they have found it ljke buck- 
ing up against a stone wall. They realize what \\ eymouth 
really needs, and have really asked for too little, but they can- 
not get even that. 

The commission requests the Gazette and Transcript to 
print the following open letter: 

To the People of Weymouth: 

,The Weymouth Fuel Committee desires to state through 
the columns of your valued paper, a part of what has been done 
towards getting a fair supply of coal for the people of Wey- 
mouth. 

When we made out our schedule for coal, as per orders 
early in the spring, for our 191.8 — 19 supply, we took into con- 
sideration past experiences and future probabilities. 

After a thorough and exhaustive study of the coal situa- 
tion by your committee, and realizing the ever increasing in- 
flux of people into our town on account of the Fore River Ship 
•Building Co. and the new Vivtory plant, we sent in our requi- 
sition to the State Fuel administration for 33,500 tons, firmly 
believing then, as we do now, that that increased amount 
would only give to our people two-thirds of their requirements. 

On July 1. we received a communication from the State 
Fuel Administration, stating that our allotment of coal for the 
year 1918 — 19 would be 25,000 tons, a cut of 8,500 tons. 

The above cut was a great surprise for we felt that we 
would only get two-thirds of our allotment. Thereupon we 
called upon Mr. McLeod, who has charge of allotments, and 
entered our earnest protest, but to no avail, being told that 
W eymouth should be congratulated in being able to get such a 
large allotment. 

We did not let the matter drop there, as later we bad in- 
terviews with Mr. Storrow and a Mr. Cook, and were told to 
get facts and figures. Come again and they would see what 
could be done. 

Soon after we went again with our protest, and with the 
facts and figures, and met Mr. Cook of the allotment office. Me 
granted us a very courteous hearing, and before we left gave 
ns some hope that our allotment would be increased. 

In the course of a day or two we received the following 
letter which is self-explanatory: 

September lfi, 1918. 

Mr. F. \Y. limit. 

Chairman Fuel Committee, 

Weymouth, Mass. 

Dear Sir: Following your visit this morning, action was im- 
mediately taken in regard to increasing the allotment of an- 
thracite to your community. 

.After a thorough investigation of facts and figures now in 
our hands, we decided to stand “pat” on the original figure of 
25,000. \Ve will say, however, that in the event of an acute 
shortage later in your community, we shall be pleased to re- 
open the case. 

In regard to the delinquent tonnage of Alvin Hollis, South 
Weymouth, we are taking the matter up with each one of the 
shippers in view of getting quicker action for these parties.

NEW ENGLAND FUEL ADMINISTRATION

In view of the above, and from what we have learned from 
•tlier sources, and with a strong feeling that Weymouth will 
not get over two-thirds of her allotment it certainly behooves 
every user of coal to curtail consumption to the limit. 

Future weather conditions might help us out, hut we can't 
bank on that. 

Wood is high, but under existing conditions, our people 
should make every effort and give up some pleasures, if need 
'>c\ in order to get it.

Since writing the above the following communication has 
been received and the Gazette is printing it for your informa- 
tion : 

Boston, Sept. 21, 1918. 
Chairman W eymouth Fuel Committee, 

Dear Sir: — You have undertaken a campaign to convince the 
householder in your community of his obligation to accomplish, 
during the next few months, the utmost economy of house- 
hold coal. 

You will, unquestionably, be able to effect the largest sav- 
hig by persuading your anthracite consumers to put off, as long 
as possible, the starting of the furnace and range fires for hcat- 
: ng purposes. 

During these Autumn days ahead of us and well into the 
month of November, the careful use of tyie >!, during a few 
hours of the day, will heat the home as wfill as and more cheap- 
ly than coal. 

It should he your First duty to satisfy yourself that your 
hical coal and wood dealers have an adequate supply of wood 
on hand to meet the requirements of your community, and 
next, to make sure that all of your hard coal consumers, who 
can afford it, put in a stock of this wood and use it instead of 
coal, for heating purposes, as late into the Fall and as early 
‘next Spring as is consistent with reasonable comfort and good 
health. 

Reports have been received that householders, in some 
sections of the state, have not been able to secure wood from 
their local dealers. 

We must assume that the dealers serving your commun- 
ity are wiling to lay in a substantial stock of wood for sale to 
Vheir customers and deliver it at a price that represents not 
more than the cost of the commodity and a reasonable profit. 

Will you not make a personal canvass of the dealers in 
your community at once ?

RELIGIOUS EDUCATION 

Many Weymouth people are inter- 
ested in the Norfolk-East School of 
Religious Education, which is about 
to begin its third year.

Every 
onp who believes in the importance 
of religious education needs the 
special training which is given in 
the school.

11. at the parish house of the First
